Dynamic Labor Leader, Comes 
to Advocate Syndicalism Here 
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Agitator preaches sabotage, which he calls 
that will better conditions all around, 


“perfect unionism,” 
shorten the hours of 


labor and eliminate unemployment. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9. 
.OM MANN, the English labor advocate of 
lr sabotage, preacher of syndicalism, who is 
in this country lecturing to the Industrial 
Workers of the World and organizations of kind- 
red desires, has a wonderful faculty for rousing 
his hearers. There is something in the quiet 
strength and implacable determination of this 
product of the ranks that impresses his hearers, 
no matter to what blood they owe existence, nor 
what flag they were born under. The members 
of the Industrial Workers of the World in this 
section, notably those who have recently been on 
a protracted strike 
against the silk manu- 
facturers of Paterson, N. 
J., and vicinity, are most- 
ly from the Near East 
and the South of Europe. 
The Anglo-Saxon and the 
Germanic races have few 
representatives in their 
ranks, though the lead- 
ership has mainly come 
from the Anglo-Saxon el- 
ement. It has Bill Hay- 
wood, Quinlan, Elizabeth 
Curley Flynn, who have 
roused them to the 
highest degree of en- 
thusiasm and determina- 
tion, and started them off 
on their most damaging 
crusades. Also there are 
Ettor, Goivaneti, Tresca, 
all Italians, to help; but 
the Slavs seem content to _ 
put the leadership in 
other hands, though they 
are willing helpers when 
it gets to be a matter of 
clubs, rocks and dyna- 
mite, ; 
All of the leaders are 
extrem¢ly careful to 
warn their hearers that 
they must nc: do vio- 
lence, but they must 
simply assert the rights 
guaranteed under the 
American Constitution 
and if there is any 


- trouble as a consequence, to put the onus of the

And then they proceed to a 
recital of the wrongs of the workers, the criminal 
injustice of the capitalistic class and the unfair- 
ness of the law, made by the capitalistic class to 
oppress the worker, until the minds of the listen- 
ers are so inflamed that any uniform suggesting 
law suggests to them only oppression and it is at 
that stage trouble usually begins.

it with the cunning of a Marc Antony, incite and 
infla their hearers by tone, by gesture, by re- 
cital of wrongs, until the thing that is ostensibly 
decried is practically.commanded. Mann says he 
does nc believe in violence, but he qualifies that 


by saying that there are occasions when it is nec- 


essary. His doctrine is that, so long as the em- 
ploying class use force, even if it is the force sanc- 
tioned by law, the workers are justified in using 
illegal force in resistance.

He caught readily the idea that Americans might 
be apprehensive of the doctrines he has come to 
preach, so he hastened to reassure his interviewer 
that he was ‘“‘safe as Moses” and to demonstrate that 
*‘Moses was the first noted Syndicalist in history.’’ 

Prodigious energy and pervasive enthusiasm are 
among Mann’s marked characteristics. Sun-browned 
and ruddy, sinewy and stout, though not fat, he 
is a virile specimen of labor leader not comparable 
with any of the conspicuous unionists on this side 
of the Atlantic. At 57 he looks and works like an 
iron-made man of 40. He gives the impression of 
possessing John Mitchell’s analytical mind and 
faculty of precise expression, Gompers’ facility for 
persuasive speech and the incendiary enthusiasm of 
“Big Bill” Haywood. 

His religious side is an- 
other outcropping that ap- 
pears most conspicuously 
in contrast with the avowed 
godlessness of @he Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, 
with whom Mann _ will 
be in close association 
while in the United States. 
At heart Munn jis a preach- 
er. Ten years ago he seri- 
ously contemplated taking 
the holy orders of the En- 
glish Church. He is as 
much at home in the pulpit 
as one a cart-tail.- He 
quotes Biblical quite as 
readily as economic author- 
ity for Syndicalism and 
sabotage. 


“T am here to push a cam- 
paign of organization, and 
that means education,”’ said 
Mann. 

“IT am not entertaining 
any vision of throwing the 
capitalistic system on the 
scrap heap all at once, nor 
of supplanting immediately 
the machinery of govern- 
ment. Changes can come 
only as men and women are 
prepared for them. The 
despised worker cannot 
achieve his economic 
emancipation until he has 
attained the requisite 
knowledge to work out his 
own salvation. 


‘“‘Syndicalism is not a rev- 
olutionary and alarming 
conception; it is simply 
perfected unionism. In this 
eountry the principle has 
been more generally desig- 
nated ‘‘industrialism.”’ 
What we are working im- 
mediately for is to better 
conditions of labor, to shorten hours and to 
eliminate unemployment. Think of what it would 
mean in raising the level of society if every man 
and woman were sure that so long as he or she 
worked honestly there would always be work 
to do! Think what the specter of unemployment 
means in decreased deficiency and economic 
waste! Think how senseless it is that workers 
should be overdriven at times and forced to idle- 
ness and starvation in intervening periods! 

“You tell me that'the agitation of industrialism is 
denounced for breeding ‘class hatred.’ Some people 
are unwilling to admit there is ‘class.’ I would 
refer them to John Ruskin’s letters in which he de- 
scribed his awakening to the realization of industrial 
conditions, and his seven years’ struggle in vain to 
arouse the people of his class and his admission that 
the ruling class of England could not be brought 
to do justice to the working class by agitation un- 
supported by force. 


Politics Failing, Syndicalism Is 


Labor’s Hope of Emancipation 


éé 4BOR has learned dearly the lesson that it 
x must trust only to the machinery of work- 
ing-class economic and industrial, organiza- 
outside of its own instruments labor cannot 
achieve its emancipation. Our work is to make each 
man self-reliant through organization. We seek to 
organize all industry, not by crafts but by industries 
as a whole. We advocate industrial unionism as op- 
posed to craft unionism. 

“Labor will not emancipate itself through pol- 
itics. It has not made a success of mixing poli- 
tics in England, and its faflure there and else- 
where is the principal reason for the movement 
foward syndicalism. 

“Now the labor politicians themselves will tell you 
that it is unreasonable to expect better results with 
only a small minority in the Legislature. That Is 
& plausible argument. 
accomplished where it has secured a still larger rep- 
resentation in legislation. Germany, with its larger 
proportion of labor representatives, has not pro 
gressed as far as England. The German Labor party 
has not been able to enact the Saturday half-holiday, 
which is the English people’s greatest achievement. 

“IT spent eight years in Autralasia studying the re- 
sults of labor organization in politics. With the 
Labor party in control in New South Wales, South 
Australia and Western Australia, economic conditions 
have not been materially improvea. Until recently 
the Australian Federal Government had been domi- 
nated by the Labor party, with a Laborite for Pre- 
mier, and labor has not obtained the relief it sought. 
In fact, wherever industrial conditions are compara- 
tively favorable to the workers it is where the work- 
ers have resorted to economic organization and not 
to political action. 

“The explanation is to be found In the facts that 
the state—I mean the governmental institution— 
is not a suitable institution through which the 
workers can function to achieve economic emancli- 
pation. The state has served well its purpose. I 
do not gainsay that it may have been the best 
means at hand in the development of society, but 
the time is pant when the best interest of society 
is served by an institution which enables a gov- 
erning class to exercise domination over the 
working class. 

“The Syndicalist movement works through organiza- 
tion to reduce hours of ‘abor In order that the work- 
ing class may have time to live decently and learn 
to think. While it emphasizes the right of the work- 
ing class to what it produces, it is not raising the 
wild, despairing cry of the disinherited but fs voio- 
ing the dignified demand of self-confident men. 
Ethically and economically its program is justified.”

MAN of the Abraham Lincoln type, 
A homely, but the pleasing kind of homell- 

ness, simple and straightforward, this 
is the man who has been chosen by President 
Wilson as his personal representative in Mexico, 
following acceptance of the resignation of Henry 
Lane Wilson as Ambassador to that revolution- 
torn republic. The man is John Lind, former 
Governor of Minnesota, a native of Sweden and 
a man beloved by all who know him, both in his 
home country and nationally. 

“Probably there is no man in Minneapolis or 
in the whole Northwest, who is nearer to the 
people or who enjoys in as great a degree their 
absolute confidence,” said a lawyer partner of 
the Envoy on discussing Mr. Lind’s character. 

Mr. Lind’s manner is direct—there are no two 
ways of interpreting his convictions—and he 
carries the conviction of honesty and sincerity 
of purpose. Mr. Lind can be firm without giving 
offense, he has excellent powers of discriminat- 
ing the essential from the trivial and is en- 
dowed with sound a and an earnest, 
sympathetic nature: —- 

Unlike most men in public life, Mr. Lind is a 
home man, that is, he prefers home to all other 
things and this is another reason for his aban- 
doning politics. He has a fine farm at Lake 
Minnewashta, about 40 miles from Minneapolis, 
and here he and his family spend their summers. 
Tired of Office and 

Only Yields as a Duty. 

HE news dispatches state that he will be 
T the next United States Ambassador to 
Mexico. Mr. Lind, however, is beyond the 
stage of personal ambition. He is serving in 
his present capacity because he believes it his 
duty to do so. Mr. Lind will not be the next 
United States Ambassador to Mexico, nor will 
he hold office again. He is entirely content to 
devote himself to the practice of law in Minne- 
apolis and to the welfare of the State and nation 

when occasion demands. 

He declined the nomination for Governor of 
Minnesota in 1908, also declined to run for 
United States Senator from Minnesota in 1910 
and 1912. 

Mr. Lind is president of the Board of Regents 
of the University of Minnesota and believes that 
he can do much good in that position. 

It was only through his sense of public duty 
and the urgency of the case that he was induced 
to undertake the Mexican mission. 

The question has been asked: Does the Gov- 
ernor speak Spanish? He does not, but is an 
excellent linguist, having a thorough knowledge 
ort the Scandinavian languages, French and Ger- 
man. He never has been in Mexico. 

Probably the best reason for Mr. Lind’s selec- 
tion for the difficult duties of special envoy of 
the President of the United States to the troub- 
led Southern republic was the friendship of 
Secretary of State Bryan, and the latter’s con- 
fidence in the Minnesotan’s judgment and ability 
to act in a crisis. Mr. Lind and Mr. Bryan 
served in Congress together and during that 
time and since have been the best of friends. 
Mr. Bryan never comes to Minneapolis but that 
he stays at the home of the former Governor. 

Mr. Sryan has an intimate knowledge of 
what Mr. Lind can do and this was the reason 
he urged President Wilson to appoint him. 

“The President could not have selected a bet- 
ter man,” is a common expression in the section 
of the country where John Lind is best known.

“In the history of American politics,” writes 
Walter Wellman in the Sun, “there is no more 
dramatic episode than the duel to the death now 
raging between the Governor and the Democratic 
" | organization in this State.” 

Sulzer, after being 20 years a member and 
servant of Tammany Hall, was elected Governor 
last year. He says he found the State depart- 
ments rotten with Tammany graft. He asserts 
he was expected to act as Bo#s Murphy’s “rubber 
stamp” in making appointments, and that he 
refused so to be used. 

Murphy, with all Tammany’s vast resources at 
his command—and Tammany controls not only 
New York City but the State Legislature—set 
out to “get” the Governor, break him down and 
force his. retirement from office and from public 
life in disgrace. 

Sulzer is said to have been animated, in break- 
ing. with Tammany, not solely by a desire to pro- 
tect the State against graft, but quite as much 
by a belief that if he could make himséif master 
of the State Democratic organization he could 
win the Democratic party’s nomination to the 
presidency in 1916. 

Murphy is fighting for the same great stake— 
and more. 

“The Tammany. boss,” says a writer in the Met- 
ropolitan Magazine, “has made two Mayors of 
New York, one United States Senator, two Gov- 
ernors of the Empire State, came within an ace 
of nominating the President of the United States 
at the Democratic convention in Baltimore, and is 
now trying to.figure out the municipal situation 
in New York City so that he will nominate not 
only another Mayor of New York City, byt .an- 
other Governor of the State in 1914 and in 1916 the 
next President of the United States.” 

In his warfare on Sulzer, Murphy first dug up 
what purported ‘to be a chapter in the Governor's 
history showing him to have had unconventional 
relations with a woman. 

‘Murphy next caused the Governor to be de- 
nounced by Tammany underlings as an ingrate 
and traitor to the organization which “made him.” 

Finally—or perhaps not finally but only latest— 
Murphy’s agents undertook to prove, and seem 
to have done it, that Gov. Sulzer perjured him- 
self in reporting under oath contributions to his 
campaign fund. His agents, with his consent, 
have testifieqd that he bought railroad stocks, for 
his personal account, with a large portion of the 
cash contributed to that fund. 

It is Murphy’s evident purpose to haye the 
Governor removed from office by impeachment, 
and to this end he can, apparently, count upon 
the obedience of at least a majority, and perhaps 
of the necessary two-thirds majority, of the legis- 
lators who may act in Sulzer’s case. Certainly 
Murphy’s power at Albany has already proven 
sufficient to withhold legislation advocated and 
promised by the Governor, and to palsy all but 
the most automatic operations of the State Gov- 
ernment. 

Gov. Sulzer, while not openly conceding his de- 

feat and downfall, did in a late interview say 
that his own fate had become a. matter of unim- 
portance; that he is only a negligible factor; that 
the supremely important factor is the elimination 
of notorious Tammany graft in the State gov- 
ernment and the restoration of that government, 
now controlled openly and arrogantly by a boss, 
into the hands of the people’s elected servants. 
There will be no fear in West or South, nor 
should there be any hope in Wall street, that 
Tammany Hall, even if it succeeds in driving 
Sulzer out of office, can control the next Demo- 
Murphy has de- 
stroyed Sulzer, but in doing it, he has so thor- 
oughly advertised his own appalling and lawless 
control of power never delegated to him or his 
organization by the people, as to put the rest of 
the country on warning against any delegation 
which he may send up to the Democratic nation- 
al convention in 1916. If Murphy names the 
members of that delegation, no Bryan will be 
needed to render it important by denouncing the 
candidate who receives its indorsement for the 
presidency. From Maine to Texas the free and 
unterrified Democratic delegates, fresh from the 
people’s primaries, will attend to New York's 
case without further instructions. 
It seems more than likely that out of the whirl- 
wind of battle will emerge a genuinely efficient 
direct primary law for New York State, enabling 
reople of New York hereafter to select their own 
officials without intervention by bosses in the 
pay of the special privilege papernete.

It would introduce the amateur ele- 
ment that is so valuable a feature of the British 
cricket game. 

As long as baseball means so much to a large 
proportion. of the public, should not its standards 
and practices be placed under public control? As 
long as it virtually capitalizes a very valuable 
form of civic spirit, should not its fmmense profits 
be reserved for the public treasury, instead of ac- 
cruing to the benefit of selfish private investors 
and speculators?

WOMAN VS. THE MACHINE. 
By Frank Putnam. 

In that phrase is told the whole story of wom- 
an's recent world-wide revolt against new condi- 
tions which have broken down her ancient safe 
guards, 

They are shallow observers who say woman 
wishes to compete with man in the wrestle for 
wealth, or to usurp permanently man’s law-mak- 
ing and law-enforcing functions. 

Not at all. What woman wants is that which 
she has always wanted—the adoration of the right 
man and the blessed companionship of ‘her chil- 
dren, safely sheltered within the walls of a real 
home. 

She has, as usual with her, cut across lots to 
get her desire. Perceiving as she does that the 
introduction of the factory system, while multi- 
plying new wealth, has reduced the independence 
of the individual man and ‘limited the ability of 
millions of men to provide for or protect a home, 
she has entered the factory to earn her own liv- 
ing. Not because she would but because she must. 
Not to stay, but only temporarily. 

She has not asked for the ballot merely to en- 
gage in what men in their childish way call “‘the 
game of politics,” but because, with her larger 
vision, she sees she must help bewildered man, 
through his governments, apply a social brake 
upon the speed madness and the blind tnsatiate 
greed of the new industrial system. She means 
so to regulate the new system—the system of the 
machine for producing material wealth—that it 
shall enrich and not destroy the home—her heart's 
desire. 

Sir Thomas Oliver, foremost authority in Great 
Britain on hazardous trades, recently visited 
America to attehd a congress of hygiene. He 
saw something of labor cénditions in Eastern 
factory cities. 

“Two things,” he writes, “particularly strack 
me in my visits to American factories. One {fs 
the fewer number of old workmen therein com- 
pared with England and the other is the enormous 
employment of female labor.” 

Sir Oliver warns us this utilization “in the pro- 
duction of mere material wealth of the best years 
of a great part of our available womanhood” will 
have disastrous results to the national health. 

What he says is not so much an indictment of 
American factories as it is of the big-machine era 
in which we live. Americans may have “speeded 
up” factory processes more than other peoples, 
but the outcry against the system is heard in all 
lands. 

Man, trying laboriously by logical processes to 
figure out what has happened, begins dimly to 
understand that new forces have been let lowse 
which must somehow be controlled, but he has 
not yet settled in his own mind the means by 
which control shall be obtained. 

Woman, whose reasoning process is so far swift- 
er than man’s that he saves his face by calling it 
“intuition” (a kind of knowing without knowing 
how or why one knows), sees at a glancs what 
it is that is forcing’ her out of the home into the 
factory, the divorce court, the brothel and the 
political arena, and she sees, too, how the crisis 
must be met. 

She sees that the machine, left socially unccn- 
trolled, owned and managed by men who, as Sir 
Oliver says, “have no higher ideal than to get the 
utmost out of the human machine,” is a devouring 
monster, robbing her of husband, home, children— 
all she holds dearest. 

Depend upon it, she has gone after the bailot 
as an emergency measure. She wants the vote 
with which to help man reguiate the machine, 
subdue it to human service, make it the slave anil 
not the master of humanity. 

As Maeterlinck has said, woman is the race, 
and she knows it. She oas, moreover, a proper 
sense of her responsibiiity for it. And she will 
bring it out of this present trifling muddle into 
which masculine obtuseness in mismanaging a 
great new discovery—the machine that multiplies 
production of wealth for human use—has placed it. 

Meantime, she emphasizes the eternal lure, to 
hold bew).dered man steady in the boat, and to 
keep him from losing his nerve. Also, she knows 
man is as yet but imperfectly domesticated: she 
has a shrewd suspicion he might—just possibly 
might, for a while anyhow—prefer to escape from 
the sobering responsibilities of home-building and 
home-protecting. So she dazzles him a little more 
than usual, during the period in which she has 
engaged to do his work of social reconstruction 
for him, with the “master charm of human fate”’— 
expressed {n a new and surprising and delightful 
whimsicality of fashion, of wit, of reckless cour- 
age. She is matching sex against the machine, as 
she has matched sex against earlier world-ills, for 
the salvation of the race, and the odds are prop- 
erly a hundred to one she wins. 

One (who sits where he can see the play) reads 
with a smile the lugubrious French philosopher— 
or is it a German cynic?—who sorrowfully assures 
us woman has revolted out of sheer’ perversity; 
that the tango and the tube skirt and her various 
recent flauntings of her allurements are proofs| 
of her incurable decadence; that the ¢hildless 
home will speedily become the rule instead of the 
exception, and that humanity will presently perish 
of an “unsatisfied craving for love.” Smile? It is 
to laugh. 

Woman has solved mightier and more terrify- 
ing problems for humanity than this passing prob- 
lem of control of the machine, and will solve this

MR. KNAPP’S BEAR STORY. 


Dear Sir—In an unguarded moment, 
and in the presence of a member of 
vour staff, the writer let fall certain 
references to an incident in Glacier 
National Park, involving himself, a 
buck-skin horse and a silver tip grizzly. 
What was his dismay to find that these 
had been made public in your mall! edi- 
tion of Sunday, July 27! He, therefore, 
asks you to publish the facts as they 
happened. 

The horse referred to was a buckskin 
mare, about 14 hands high. She was 
called ‘‘Bearcat.”’ As it afterwards de- 
veloped, this mare belonged to the ai- 
most extinct Montana breed of bear- 
fighting bronchos, and had no other 
use Or purpose in life than to trail 
grizzly bears to their inaccessible moun- 
tain refuges, to fight them to the death, 
and then to devour their vital parts.

Ferdinand, Who Has Presentment That His End Is Near, Refuses to Go 
to Bed at Night Lest He Be Caught Unprepared—‘“‘If They Only 
Spare My Boy; I Don’t Mind,’’ He Declares.

" BOFTA, Bulgaria, Aug. 9.—Ferdinand, self- 
styled Czar of the Bulgars, is in perpetual fear 
of assassination. Night after night he stays up, 
afraid to go to bed. When members of his suite 
urge him to sleep replies: 

“History tells me that a monarch surprised in 
his bed never gets away alive.” 

His equerries, who include Germans and an 
Englishman, but no walgreens, take turns sit- 
ting up with him. 

He refuses to see his Ministers, but transacts 
much business during the vigil, reading report 
and dictating orders. Sometimes, overcome by 
fatigue, he doses over his writing table but 
starts up, declaring that revolutionaries are try- 
ing to enter the palace. It is sometime before he 
can be assured all is quiet. . 


In the morning he takes refreshment, his bath 
and sleeps a few hours’in an armchair. He often 
talks of Prince Alexander of Battenberg, his pre- 
decessor, and the way the Bulgarians entered the 
palace at night and dethroned him. He also men- 
tions Mancini, the famous fortune teller, who 
once told him that he would have unexpected 
glories in 1912 and a terrible catastrophe in 1913. 
He complains that, though gifted with second 
sight, he cannot tell what his own immediate 
future will be. 

“lll stay with my people to the bitter end,” he 
remarked one night recently, when, he had recov- 


ered after a false alarm. “But something warns 

me it is close at hand. If they only spare my 

boy (Crown Prince Boris) I don’t mind.” 
Strange History of His Regalia. 

The crown and scepter in his portrait in his 
corgnation robes have a strange history. 
were ordered by him 25 years ago, when Bul- 
garia had only just begun to develop after its 
independence, and he was Prince, whom neither 
Austria or Russia would recognize. The Munich 
goldsmith who made them refused to deliver 
them till $100,000 was paid. The Prince had not 
so much at his disposal, and Princess Clementine 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, his mother, refused to give 
it to him, saying it was an ambition which ought 
not to be encouraged. The angry goldsmith put 
them in his window with a notice, reading: 

“Regalia, to be sold cheap; the Prince of Bul- 
garia refuses to pay for it.” 

Huge crowds flocked to see them, so Princess 
Clementine felt obliged ‘to pay to stop gossip. 
They have been worn by him only once, at his 
recent coronation at Tirnova, Bulgaria's ancient 
capital, just destroyed by an earthquake. After 
the battle of Lule Burgas they were taken te 
Thrace, as Czar Ferdinand hoped to be crowned 
with them in Constantinople; but circumstances 
were against him. They are now supposed to be 


in Vienna as part security for an urgent loan for : 


this impoverished country.

neighbor to his Bulgafian admirers. Stoessel’s 
health has completely -broken down, and he is 
partly paralyzed. His attempts to earn a living 
out of the tea shop he opened in Moscow failed 
utterly. If it were not for Col. Ksid’s hospitality, 
he would not have a roof over his head. It was 
pathetic to see Mme. Stoessel buying poultry 
with the remains of money collected among 
friends. With her ducks and fowls she hopes to 
establish a small poultry farm on the Colonel's 
estates and thereby earn enough money to make 
her husband and herself independent.

Leon Leoni, Who Is Charged With 
the Task of Finding the Missing 
$750,000 Necklace, Has Been 
Decorated Dozen Times by 
Heads of Government. 


HUNTING CRIMINALS JUST 
PLEASANT PASTIME FOR HIM 


Special Cable to the Post-Mispatch and New York 
World, 

PARIS, Aug. 9.—Leon Leoni, who has’ been 
prominent in the search for the now famous 
$750,000 pearl necklace, one of the several detec- 
tives bearing the title of Chief Inspecter ef the 
Burete Service in the Paris police organization, 
is better known as chief of the international 
brigade of detectives maintained by the French 
Government. 

Leoni, who says that police business is really 
only a hobby with him, his real interest lying 
elsewhere (though, detective like, he won't say 
where), has been perhaps the most rapidly ad- 
vanced man on the Paris police force in recent 
times. Ten years ago he left his military ser- 
vice to be a detective of the lowest rank. It 
took him a long time to get to be a sergeant, but 
only five years have passed between his first win- 


ning of a sergeantship and his arrival at the 
highest post to which a Paris policeman may be 
promoted on the basis of his service. 

Born an Italian, Leoni speaks pretty much 
every language of Europe except his own, which 
he has hot used for so long that he has practic- 
ally forgotten it. He can pass for any kind of 
Frenchman, Apache and all, while his German is 
faultless. He knows English well and speaks it 
fluently, while his minor languages and dialects 
number 165. 

He is not yet 40 years olf. In ad@ition te un- 
covering Anarchist plots against mesereha, 
which is his specialty, Leon! is learned about 
finger-prints He is an intimate friend of the 
great Bertillon and does much of his work in 
conjunction with that inventor of metheds ef 
detection. / 

One of Leoni’s most famous recent exploits was 
the capturing of the gang of “gentleman” . bur- 
glars who devoted all of their attention te ob- 
jocts of art. The “collectioneurs,” as they were 
called, were all captured by Leon! through fin- 
ger prints they left, not so much in the drawing- 
rooms which they looted as upon surfaces care- 
fully prepared for thelr hands afterwards by 
Leoni, who had found out where they were go- 
ing to try to operate next 

In his international work Leon! has traveled 
widely and has received more than a dozen im- 
portant decorations from Emperorg Kings and © 
governments. 

When asked if he will ever be Prefect of Po- 
lice he says he does not care for the duties of a 
political office; he prefers to remain in the more 
interesting field of crime detecting. 

Ex-Prefect of Police Louis Lepine’s election to 
the Chamber of Deputies has been challenged by 
his Radical Socialist opponent, Pierre Robert, 
who charges corruption of voters and falsifica- 
tion of the count.

SIDE, HE SAW ONLY 
DRUNK POLICEMEN 


F, Brenton, Caught by Dog Kill- 
ing Squad, Files Charges 
With Board. 


SOBER DENIAL ENTERED 


Two of Men Accused Declare 
They Are Teetotalers and Did 
Not Even Get Angry. 


F. Brenton of 2919 Bellview avenue, 
East St. Louis, who describes himself 
as a private citizen, filed a complaint 
with the Board of Fire and Police Con- 
missioners of that city yesterday alleg- 
ing that pretty much everybody con- 
nected with the Police Department was 
drunk the day that he and his neigh- 
bors, Martin Sehren, D. F. Dittamore 
and George Harris, were arrested for 
interfering with policemen assigned to 
shoot dogs. 2 

He alleges that Policemen Haislip and 
Crow, the dog shooters, were drunk, 
that the station clerk who booked the 
prisoners was drunk, that the policeman 
who searched them was drunk and that 
the one who locked them up was drunk. 
At police headquarters these charges of 
general intoxication were soberly de- 
nied. 

It was Aug. 4 that Haislip and Crow 
began shooting unmuzzled dogs in Bren- 
ton’s neighborhood. Brenton says. that 
when the neighbors remonstrated the 
policemen threatened to shoot them like 
dogs, and did, in fact, shoot in and on 
his premises, the slugs barely grazing 
his head. He charges the policemen used 
abusive language. , 

Haislip and Crow say they were not 
only sober, but that they are teetotal- 
ers. They say they were going peaceful- 
ly about their business of shooting dogs 


when they wounded a dog near the Bren- 7 


ton home, which jumped over a fence 
and hid under a porch. Crow entered 
the yard and pulled to dog from under 
the porch and carried it into the alley, 
killed it, and that wcs all there was to it. 

They deny that the. grazed Brenton’s 
head or the head of anyone else with 
shot, and they also deny that they al- 
lowed their angry passions to rise when 
the neighborhood rose up and denounced 
them for killing the dog.

ment meted out to the dozen @#female 
doctors, who invaded the last congress 
in London 82 years ago. 


The women then were denied privilege 
of attending any of the medical meet- 
ings. When certain chivalrous cham- 
pions tried to fight for their cause, the 
president of the congress, Sir James 
Paget, Queen Victoria’s physician, an- 
swered that the Queen would withdraw 
her patronage from the congress if wom- 
en were admitted. 

The prestige of the American physi- 
cian has been as marked in this year’s 
congress as it was questioned in the 
last. Thirty-two years ago, the United 
States had a high standard for medical 
degrees and certificates in the Eastern 
states, but in the Middle and Far West 
and certain parts of the South there 
were dozens of mediocre medical schools 
where a man soon could learn enough 
to obtain the right to put M. D. after 
his name and ‘“‘hang out his shingle’ as 
a full-fledged physician, but since then 
many states have raised their standard 
for conferring degrees. 


Sir William Osler Present. 
The most eminent medical man of 


England at the congress of 1913 is 
Sir William Osler. He is a Canadian 
by birth, but won fame at John Hop- 
kins University, and Oxford had to 
go to America to get him. 

The United States has been repre- 
sented by Dr. , William Thayer of 
John Hopkins, Prof. Harvey W. 
Cushing of Harvard, Drs. Rudolph 
Matas of New Orleans, George of 
Cleveland, John B. Murphy of Chi- 
cago and several hundred other 
physicians. 

Dr, Cushing, Dr. Crite and Dr. 
Murphy have just had conferred up- 
on them honorary fellowship in the 
Royal College of Surgeons. This fol- 
lowed the information from America 
of the recent organization of the 
American College of Surgeons under 
the auspices of the American Medi- 
cal Association, which will be mod- 
elled after the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England, the most fa- 
mous institution of its kind, whose 
charter dates back to 1800. Its fel- 
lowships grant the privilege of the

The American College of Surgeons will 
have its first meeting in Chicago next 
November and will have its headquar- 
ters there. To surgeons, who meet its 
requirements, it eventually will grant 
the degree of Fellow of American Col- 
lege of Surgeons. 

The conferring of the English fellow- 
ships upon the Americans was done with 
as much publicity as possible in order 
to raise the prestige of American medi- 
cal men.in the eyes of English landlords. 
The owners of property in the districts 
xiven over to fashionable physicians, 
such as Harley street in Cavendish 
Square, London, have been averse to 
letting .offices to Americans, claiming 
it depreciated the value of the neigh- 
borhood in the medical profession. The 
best English physicians have tried to 
break down this prejudice, nevertheless 
it has persisted to the present day. 


Publicity Given Americans. 
There are a few men in London this 


week, who attended the last congress in 
1881. They deplore the evidence that the 
social status of the’ ‘English physician 
has not, apparently risen in that period. 

One might almost conclude it had de- 
teriorated from the fact that King 
George delegated the duty of opening 
the present congress to the most unim- 
portant man of the royal family, Prince 
Arthur of Connaught, whose 30 years 
of age make him a mere boy in the 
eyes Of any physician of eminence. 
Many have spoken of it as being 
amusing that this body of eminent prac- 
titioners, should be presided over by a 
condescending young sprig of royalty, 
whose amiable manners are pleasantly 
famous, but whose intellectual attain- 
ments are certainly mediocre. 

The Congress of 1881 was opened 
by the Prince of Wales, afterward 
Edward Ill, and he was attended by 
the Crown Prince of Germany, who 
later became Emperor Frederick, and 
by his son, Prince Henry of Prussia. 
On the platform with Prof. Huxley, 
Pasteur, Lister, Dr. Koch, Austin H. 
Flint and other such eminent mem- 
bers of the Congress, were gathered 
also a large number of men prominent 
in other fields, like Cardinal Man- 
ning, the Archbishop of York, the 
Bishop of London, and the Foreign 
Ambassadors. $12.75 values (6x9).....

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CHARGE DROPPED 


Magistrate Holds Deacon Was 
Not Slandered Even if He 
Did Work on Sabbath. 


APPEAL OF CASE PLANNED 


Upper Alton Man Wants to Es- 
tablish That He Did Not 
Plow on Sunday. 


The slander sult of Deacon John 
Denother of the Salem Presbyterian 


Church, near Upper Alton, against Dea- 
con Benjamin Koch, based on the alle- 
gation that Koch had falsely accused 
him of working on the Sabbath, was 
dismissed by Justice Barnett Nathan at 
Alton yesterday. He held that Denother 
was not slandered even if Koch did say 
that he worked on the Sabbath, because 
the Scriptures justifies necessary labor 
on the Sabbath and lays down the rule 
that the Sabbath was made for man 
and not man for the Sabbath. 
Denother charged Koch with circulat- 
ing the story that Denother had plowed 
corn on Sunday. Later Koch made the 
formal charge before the congregation. 
but the regular pastor was not there 
and the supply pastor took no action. 
Koch then told the pastor, the Rev. 
Benjamin Feaselman, and Feaselman 
rebuked Denother from the pulpit. 


Brought Him Bad Repute. . 

Denother testified yesterday that all 
this brought him into such bad repute 
among his neighbors, who looked down 
on persons who worked on Sunday, that 
they would not speak to him. He de- 
nied that he plowed the corn. What he 
did, he said, was to lead the horses to 
water past the cornfield and bury a 


boards about a stove to prevent his chil- 
dren from injury by coming in contact 
with it. All of these things he looked 
upon as acts of necessity and mercy 
within the meaning of the Scriptures.

No Cause of Action Found, 

At the conclusion of Denother’s 
side of the case, Attorney William 
Boynton, representing Koch, moved 
that the case be dismissed on the 
ground that the evidence did not es- 
tablish a cause of action. It had not 
been shown, he argued, that Koch 
had startefl the report and even if 
he had started it, it would not have 
been slander because the scriptures 
did not proscribe necessary work on 
the Sabbath. To make this clear he 
read from the second chapter of. St. 
Mark, beginning at the twenty-third 
verse the account of the Savior pass- 
ing with his disciples through the 
eorn on the Sabbath and plucking the 
ears of corn as they went and the 
Savior’s rebuke of the Pharisees who 
complained of what they did. 

Justice Nathan said he did not 
think a case of slander had been made 
out and dismissed the case without 
hearing the testimony for the other 
side. Denother avowed that he would 
appeal the case and carry it to the 
Supreme Court if necessary to estab- 
lish that he had not plowed corn on 
the Sabbath,

Replying to the second note forward- 
ed by Secretary Bryan to the Mexican 
Government, the Mexican Minister pre- 
pared a statement which says: 

“Answering your telegram to Presi- 
dent Huerta, the rumors it mentioned 
are absolutely without foundation. Mr. 
Lind, like any foreigner, may pass 
through the country freely without be- 
ing subject to any molestation. 

“American citizens, like other foreign- 
ers, have enjoyed and will continue to 
enjoy the most complete guarantees on 
the part of the Mexican Government and 
people. All are under the protection of 
our laws and the case of Mr. Lind will 
not modify our intentions and prece- 
dents. , 

“Furthermore, there should exist 
neither fear nor anxiety respecting the 
security of foreigners for which there 
likewise is no foundation. 

“Respecting ‘mediation,’ of which men- 
tion has been made, the Government of 
Mexico has made its declarations.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.— Senator 

Crawford of South Dakota, a Repub- 
lican, in an eloquent speech in the 
Senate this afternoon, rebuked his Re- 
publican colleagues for their partisan 
activity in the Mexican discussion, 
praised the President and = Secretary 
Bryan and his department for thei 
efforts to bring about peace, and prayed 
that patriotism replace politics in the 
consideration of the delicate problem. 

Senator John Sharp Williams, ap- 
plauding Crawford’s attitude, charged 
that there was a conspiracy. afoot in 
the country to force a war, which was 
nided by certain newspapers and a lob- 
by here. 

Charges that the State Department 
was influenced in the removal of Am- 
bassador Henry Lane Wilson by the Ma- 
derista junta, headed by Sherburn Ho})- 
kins, a Washington lawyer, wére made 
by Senator Smith of Michigan. Senator 
Smith alleged that the lobby was mold- 
ing public opinion and directing the at- 
titude of the Government toward the 
Huerta regime. 

Senator Crawford scored his Repub- 
lican colleagues for their ‘‘partisan ac- 
tivity fn this grave crisis.’’ 

“Thig is too grave a time to play 
politics,” he declared. “‘I have no doubt 
that the President of the United States, 
the State Department, presided over by 
@ man who has been a great man for 
@ generation, loved by millions, and 
advised by a-master of international 
law, are lending the best of their great 
abilities to a solution of this problem. 
They are entitled to our support and 
sympathy, and I deplore evidences of 
any attempt to hamper and embarrass 
them and to add to their already heavy 
burden, 


“May Open Pandora’s Box.” 

“The Foreign Relations Committee 
has direct charge of this great prob- 
lem for the Senate. Let it be settled 
there, in all patriotic amity, and not by 
politics. It is too grave a question to 
be dragged into the public as a partisan 
subject, for the result of this may be 
passed on to our children and our 
children’s children. We may be open- 
ing Pandora’s box, not knowing what 
we will find there.” 

“Every intelligent end enlightened 
American will applaud what has just 
been said by the Senator from South 
Dakota,” said Senator Williams. ‘‘There 
are periods in the life of a people when 
silence is golden. I do not think that 
anyone who loves the three Americas— 
North, South and Central—desires, to 
see Mexico and the United States ar- 
rayed against each other. I want to 
say to the Senate and the American 
people, and in a voice of warning, that 
in my deliberate opinion there is now 
an organised and syndicated effort to 
bring about a war between the United 
States and Mexico, organized with lob- 
byists here, and syndicated in the 
newspapers, with money behind it, and 
not all of it Mexican money. 

‘TI do not believe there is a Senator 
here who has been noticing the edi- 
torials in certain papers who does not 
agree with me that they have a same- 
ness of purpose and a sameness of 
language that points to the use of 
money. So far as I am concerned, I 
fion’t feel even brave when I am talk- 
ing about war with poor little Mex- 
ico.”’ 

Williams said he was “a peace at 
any price man.” Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa also supported Crawford's plea 
that politics be laid aside in consider- 
ing the present situation. 


Smith’s Charges Cause Uproar. 

Senator Smith’s allegations brought 
Democratic Senators from their chgirs 
in indignant protest. 

“This is a grave charge you make,” 
cried Senator James of Kentucky. 
“What is the basis of the Senator’s 
charges that Mr. Hopkins has the ear 
of the State Department? In this crisis 
which now confronts our Government, 
this should not pass without notice.” 

“It won’t pass without notice,” Smith 
assured him. “I will report my findings 
to the Senate as soon as the many du- 
ties which have devolved upon me will 
permit.” — | 

Continuing, Smith declared that a 
Mr. Sommerfield, also a member of the 
constitutionalist “lobby,” was trying 
tv influence this Government: 

“Have they tried to influence Con- 
gress?’ asked Senator Overman. “I do 
not know about that,’ said Smith, “but 
it is significant, I think, that Hapkins 
got $50,000 from the Maderista treasure 
chest, depleted as it was, for services 
rendered here.”’ 

Smith’s outbreak followed Senator 
Sheppard's defense of a statement re- 
warding the strength of the Carranza 
forces in Mexico, which he had printed 
in the Congressional Record, and which 
Smith attacked. 

“They tried to influence me,” Smith 
asserted. “They were at work along 
the border eight months ago. I am in 
possession of information that I am go- 
ing to give the Senate, perhaps on Mon- 
day.”’

Employes in 32 St.Louis Fac- 
tories Probably Will Be Called 
Out This Week. 


HIGHER WAGES THE ISSUE 


Union Members Want Piece Sys- 
tem Abolished and Preferen- 
tial Shop Established. 


A strike of 1000 mer? and women work- 
ers in 32 St. Louis factories in the won- 
@en’s cloak and skirt trade was called 
last night at a meeting of the Joint 
Executive Board representing these 
crafts, held at Fraternal Hall, Eleventh 
street and Franklin avenue. The vote 
for a strike was 482, and the vote against 
it 50. The board comprises more than 
one-half the workers. 

The time for going out was not set, 
and it is expected that the workers will 
begin the week as usual tomorrow morn- 
ing, except at Kurlander brothers’ fac- 
tory, Tenth street and Washington av- 
enue, where about 75 of the workers 
have already quit. The order to quit 
will come during the week, it is ex- 
pected, 

The prospective strikers, both men 
and women, are members of the Cloak 
and Skirt Makers’ Union and of the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Makers 
Union, which are affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, and have 
125,000 members in the United States. 

Would Stop Piece Work. 

The St. Louis garment 
have no connection, it was stated, 
with the Industrial Workers of the 
World, who conducted the textile and 
silk mile strikes in Lawrence, Mass., 
and Paterson, N. J. 

Their demands, as outlined to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by Sam Glass- 
man, chairman of the executive board, 
are a change from piecework to 
work by the week, a reduction of the 
working day from 9 to 8 hours, and 
a wage scale of $17 to $25 a week; 
which will be an average increase 
of 10 to 15 per cent over present earn- 
ings under the pilecework system. 

The average earnings of a St. Louis 
cloak or skirt worker, it was said, 
are $15 to $16 a week. The employ- 
ers have the power to determine the 
sums to be paid at the end of the 
week to-each worker under the piece- 
reckoning system, the employes say, 
without any check on wne employes’ 
part. 

Higher Wages penlgndea 
The scale of pay which e employes 
demand, for men and women alike, is: 

Coat pressers, $25 a week; coat under- 
pressers, $20; skirt pressers, $23, skirt 
underpressers, $17. 

The workers wil] also deniand the pref- 
erential shop, which differs from the 
open shop or the closed shop, in that 
union members have the preference, but 
that others are not barred from employ- 
ment if the number of union member? 
is not sufficient to meet the demand. 
Collective bargaining, which means sys- 
tematic arbitration of wage claims with 
individual employes, is another demand. 

Meetings of the executive board, con- 
tinuing for four days, preceded the final 
vote to strike. The difficulty at the 
Kurlander factory, which caused sev- 
eral arrests Friday, is believed to have 
fcmented strike séntiment.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Aug. 9.—H. Clay 
Grubb, a prominent business man of 
North Carolina, was shot and killed by 
his wife early this morning at his 
home at Churchland, near Salisbury. 


The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of justifiable homicide, declaring Mrs. 
Emma Grubb acted in self-defense. 

Grubb returned home last night under 
the influence of liquor and beat his 
wife. He stabbed her in the neck and 
shoulder and inflicted several wounds 
in her body. Often before he had 
whipped her. This time she seized a 
revolver and fired three shots into her 
husband’s body. Grubbs died an hour 
later. Mrs. Grubb’s condition is criti- 
cal.

Later he 
conducted distilleries in Virginia and 
Florida and amassed a fortune. 
. “Clay’’ Grubb was the last of the 
North Carolina feudists, those fellows 
who used to meet in small towns and 
fight street duels without gloves. A few 
days ago his brother abandoned him and 
entered the ministry, byt Grubb never 
changed. ‘ 

Eight years ago Grubb met his wife’s 
brother at a church. Each was heavily 
armed. Grubb killed his brother-in-law 
and was acquitted. Returning to his 
home, he was waylaid by two negroes 
and shot. His house hag been burned 
since. Prior to that time Grubb fought 
a street duel in Salisbury with Jim 
Green. Later he attacked Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction Con- 
nor, when Connor was making a public 
address.

Sulkowski, Accused by Viennese 
Laundress Under Mann Act, 
Can’t Be Extradited. 


By Associated Press. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Aug. 9.—Prince 
Stanislaus Sulkowski, his bride, for- 
merly Miss Marie Louise Freese of 
Los Angeles, and the latter’s mother 
are here. 

The Prince, who is charged with 
violation of the Mann act, upon the 
testimony at Los Angeles of Mrs. 
Clara Melcher, a Viennese laundress, 
is safe from arrest, his alleged of- 
fénse being non-extraditable. 

A warrant was sworn to by Immigra- 
tion Commissioner Connell of Los An- 
geles, who charges Prince Sulkowski 
with having violated the Mann law by 
providing Mrs. Clara Melcher of Vienna 
with funds to come to this country. 

Mrs. Melcher has charged the Prince 
with bringing her to this country on a 
promise of marriage and says that their 
romance is one of long standing. 

Caused Social Furore., 

Less than six months ago Prince Sul- 
kowski arrived in the United States and 
quickly created a social furore. He was 
handsome and wealthy and heir to one 
of the oldest titles in Austria-Hungary. 

He was reported to have lost his heart 
to a score of American girls. Then he 
met Miss Freese, and the next heard of 
the Prince he was in the West and his 
betrothal to the California heiress was 
announced. 

They. were married a week ago and 

started on their honeymoon, which was 
to be spent in the West. 
. Letters which the Prince wrote are 
now in the possession of the United 
States District Attorney at Los Angeles 
and reveal the pet name of the Prince 
for the laundress. “Liebe Melcer” is 
the expression used by the Prince in be- 
ginning his letters to Mrs. Melcher, and 
frequently in the letters “‘liebe’’ (dear) 
appears alone and also “‘Melcer,” of 
which the translators said there was no 
equivalent in English, The translators 
believe it a familiarized form of 
Melcher. 

“Since our meeting last night I have 
been thinking of you, Hebe Melcer.”’ 
one of the letters reads. “It consumes 
great patience to await the next time 
when we will meet.” 


Wrote of Pians for Future. 
The letters are replete with § refer- 


ences to hours that the pair spent to- 
gether and of plans for the future,

with several European languages, Fre- 
quently the language changed from 
German to French and occasionally 
Polish.

ONFLY MAY COME 
FROM TESTS HERE 


Infantile Paralysis Investigation 
Likely to Lead to Extermina- 
tion Crusade. 


WOULD SPRAY ALL HORSES

Screening Filth Heaps and Closed 
Garbage Wagons 
Suggested. 


A: world-wide campaign for the exter- 
mination of the fly may be attempted 
from the investigations made in St. 
Louis in the last few months, into the 
causes of infantile paralysis. 

The tests, first made by Dr. E. W. 


Saunders of St. Louis and Dr. W. E. 
Wisdom of De Queen, Ark., are to be 
repeated by a committee of the St. Louis 
Medical Society and by expert investi- 
gators of the United States army med- 
ical corps. They have tended to show 
infantile paralysis is related to the lim- 
berneck disease in fowls, and that the 
infection is carried in the larvae of 
flies, deposited on articles of food. 

The immediate precaution to be taken 
is the warming of articles of food usu- 
ally eaten cold, which flies may have 
touched. This kills the infected larvae. 

The permanent remedy for the mal- 
ady, scientists say, is to destroy the 
fly. This can be done, medical men say, 
by methods similar to those by which 
the mosquito was exterminated in the 
Panama Canal zone. To bring about this 
work is merely a matter of creating 
sentiment. 

Spread Disease With Feet. 

If the fly is convicted of spreading in- 
fantile paralysis, and can be further 
shown to be the cause of diseases de- 
stroying pigs and other farm animals, 
the sentiment for the fly’s condemnation 
will be supplied, the scientists believe. 
Already the fly has been proven guilty 
of spreading the germs of typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis and other diseases. 

The fly spreads the typhoid and tuber- 
culosis germs with its feet, bacteriolo- 
gists say, but the paralysis germs are 
the only germs, so far as has been in- 
dicated, that the fly spreads as a prod- 
uct of its own body. 

Countries where infantie paralysis is 
most prevalent, it is pointed out, are 
those in which cold food is most com- 
monly eaten by people living on farms. 
In Sweden, Norway and certain agricul- 
tural districts of Germany, this disease 
has been widespread. 

Cheese and cold meats, scientific men 
say, furnish the most dangerous place 
for the depositing of germs in the larvae 
of flies. These deposits can be made in 

second of.contact, and when the food 
is eaten, the poison threatens the hu- 
man system. Cases are not uncommon 
in which adults have suffered a paral- 
ysis of the same type as that generally 
called infantile. 


Country Affected Most. 

The fact that infantile paralysis most 
commonly occurs in rural districts, that 
its outbreaks come in fly time, and that 
it usually occurs in the vicinity of out- 
breaks of limberneck among fowls, has 
for some time been known to physicians. 
German scientists have even conjectured 
that the disease spread from the chi!- 
dren to the chickens and ducks. The 
American investigation has taken the 
opposite view. It has sought to trace 
the disease, not from children to fowls, 
but from fowls to children. 

An unusual opportunity for experl- 
ments came a few weeks ago, when 
there was an outbreak of infantile pa- 
ralysis in certain communities of South- 
west Arkansas, near the Oklhoma line. 
Dr. Wisdom, treating a number of the 
cases, collected carcasses of limberneck 
chickens, and these were sent to St. 
Louis for experiments. 

Flies were allowed to swarm on the 
carcasses and the larvae of the flies 
were fed -to other fowls, a monkey, 
guinea pigs and rabbits. Except in the 
case of old rabbits, all the animals died 
of paralysis. The death of the monkey, 
with sufferings like those of a child 
dying from infantile paralysis, was wi:- 
nessed by the members of the St. Louis 
Medical Society at their meeting two 
weeks ago. 

Investigation in Progress. 

Investigation, with a view to verifying 
the results already attained, has been 
commenced by a committee of the St. 
Louis Medical Society. The collecting 
of funds to aid the inquiry is in the 
hands of Drs. L. H. Behrens, O. H. 
Brown and A. H. Hamel. The task re- 
maining is to complete the connection 
between paralysis in the lower animals 
and in children. 

As to the connection of limberneck 
and paralytic diseases in pigs, the dem- 
onstration is now belleved to be com- 
plete. This will account, it is held, for 
heavy losses, which have been attrib- 
uted to hog cholera. 

Extermination of the turkey buzzard 
has been urged by Dr. Saunders, who 
believes this supposed guardian of pub- 
lic health Is in reality a carrier of the 
most dangerous germs. 

“In the warfare of communities 
against flies,"” Dr. Saunders said, ‘“‘it 
may be necessary to establish toll gates 
and spray all horses, to keep flies from 
being carried into the community. The 
covering or screening of filth heaps also 
would be necessary. In the city we 
must abandon the open garbage wagon, 
Which is the greatest breeding place for 
flies.”’

Lawer Files Charges Against 
Mackey, Head of Police Motor 


Cycle Squad. 


SAYS HE DREW . REVOLVER 


Policeman Denies It, Declares 
Autoist Resented Order and 
Speeded Away. 


Conflicting stories of the encounter 
between George Lockett Edwards, gen- 
eral counsel for the National Bank of 
Commerce, and Sergt. Uriah Mackey, 
head of the police motor cycle squad, 
were told by tne iawyer and the police- 
man yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Edwards has filed charges 
against Mackey with the Police Depart- 
ment Board of Efficiency, stating that 
Mackey abused him and threatened to 
shoot him. The board, composed of sev- 
eral police Captains and Lieutenants, 
will investigate the matter. 

Edwards lives in Kirkwood and drives 
to and from his office daily in his au- 
toomobile. His trouble with Sergt Mack- 
ey occurred Monday evening. His daugh- 
ters, Marie, Katherine and Mildred, and 
their cousin, Miss Alice Dickson, were 
in the machine with him. 

Sergt. Mackey said, in giving his ver- 
sion of the affair, that he saw Edwards 
driving his car on the east side of 
Union boulevard, just south of Delmar 
boulevard. This was running to the 
left of the street car tracks, and Mack- 
ey said he told Edwards to get on the 
other side. 

Accuses Edwards of Speeding. 

He said Edwards resented this order, 
and declared, ‘“‘I’ll have none of that 
talk from you, sir!’’ Then, Mackey said, 
while he stood beside his motor cycle, 
Edwards ran his machine away toward 
Forest Park, at high speed. 

Mackey said he followed on his cycle, 
and overtook Edwards near the park 
entrance. After one order to stop, which 
was disregarded, Mackey said he made 
a motion to draw his revolver, though 
he could not have drawn the weapon 
while running at such speed. Edwards 
stopped, he said, and after a contro- 
versy about going to the station, Mack- 
ey declared, he ran his machine away 
again, at a moment when Mackey was 
separated from his cycle by a line of 
passing machines. Mackey said Edwards 
shouted back at him, “I'll get your 
job.””: Mackey did not follow Edwards 
farther. 

Edwards said that, in leaving the 
drug store at Union and Delmar 
boulevards, he had trouble with his 
engine, and that a number of boys 
gathered around and Mackey came 
ap. When Edwards started to rug 
south on the east, or left-hand, side 
of the street, Mackey told him, Ed- 
wards said, that he would be in the 
wrong in case an accident happened. 
Edwards said he replied that he 
would cross to the right side at the 
next corner. 

He said this seemed to satisfy 
Mackey for the moment, but that the 
boys standing in front of the store 
jeered the sergeant, and that then 
Mackey pursued him and halted him, 
demanding that he go to the sta- 
tion. Edwards said he refused, say- 
ing he had violated no law. 

Charges Mackey Drew Revolver. 

“If you don’t go with me,” Ed- 
wards quoted Mackey as _ saying, 
“there will be bloodshed.” Edwards 
says Mackey then drew his revolvy- 
er, this act being witnessed by the 
young women. 

Edwards said he still refused to go 
to the station, but gave Mackey his 
name and address, and took Mackey’s 
name. He said he did not run away 
from Mackey at any time, and did 
not threaten to “get’’ his job. His 
reason for filling a complaint, he ex- 
plained by saying: 

“TI do not think an officer who al- 
lows himself to be influenced by the 
jeers of a crowd of boys is. fit to 
have charge of inforcing the traffic 
laws.” 


DETROIT STREET CAR 
MEN PREDICT STRIKE 


Union Men Said to Be Against 
Waiting Longer in Attempt 
to Arbitrate. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 9.—Officers of 
the Detroit Street Car Men’s Union pre- 
dicted tonight that the city tomorrow 
would be without street car service. 
Motormen and conductors are holding a 
mass meeting, which is expected to last 
until Sunday morning. It was said no 
reply had been received from the De- 
troit United Railways in response to 
the demand of the employes for a high- 

er wage scale and shorter hours. 

One of the strike leaders said that a 
secret conference of carmen showed 
the sentiment of the -employes was 
against spending more time attempting 
to arbitrate the differences with the em- 
ployers.

Then he asked the boy, who said his 
grandfather’s name was Brelig. 

As a search of the station failed to 
reveal Brelig, the boy was taken to the 
detention room. There it was found that 
his satchel contained clothing for all 
seasons of the year, his bank, a horn, a 
teddy bear and some post cards. One 
of these was addressed to him at 330 
North Kedzie avenue, Chicago, and is 
signed by Edna Brelig of St. Mary’s.

HEART TO SAVE HIS LIFE 


Draining of Pericardium in 
Monroe Rodgers, 12, First Test 


of Kind at City Hospital. 

Monroe Rodgers, 12 years old, of 613 
South Sixth street, is resting favorably 
at the city hospital after undergoing 
an operation never before performed 
there. It was undertaken as a last 
measure to save him from death by 
blood poisoning through an infected 
stone bruise on his right leg.. The sur- 
geons expect the boy to recover. The 
operation was to drain the pericardium, 
which incloses the heart. 

So much pus had gathered in the pert- 
cardium as to inflate it to thrice its 
normal size. This caused the heart to 
be compressed so that the patient had 
extremhe difficulty in breathing. It be- 
came evident unless this pressure could 
be relieved death would ensue. 

The boy was operated upon by a visit- 
ing surgeon, assisted by Dr. Frederick 
Hagler.

The pus is be- 
ing drawn out through the tube. The 
draining process will continue, the doc- 
tors say, about three days.

SUBSTITUTE FOR 
FINE HORGE SHOW 


Pike County. Fair’s Big. Day 
-Marked by Gathering of. Motor 
Cars and Motor Racing. 


Thursday was the big day at the Pike 
County Agricultural Fafr, held at Bow- 
fling Green; Mo. From time {immemorial 
the big. day has been the occasion of 
the parade of ’all the fine horses and 
fat stock—the prize winners. This year 
the handwriting on the wall was ap- 
parent when the day was largely de- 
voted to a monster parade of automo- 
biles around the track. For the greater 
part of the day the motor car was the 
main attraction. 

F. R. Pritchett of Frankfort, the Pike 
County distributor for Hupmobiles, at 
the solicitation of the Fair Association 
had on display a full line of Hups, and 
arranged for an owner celebration and 
parade. 

Half a dozen cars from St. Louis made 
the trip to Bowling Green in the record 
time of four hours for 97 miles. 

The big parade, featured by the asso- 
clation and reviewed by Gov.’Major, to 
take place at 1:45 p. m., was on hand 
and exactly 39 Hupmobiles, driven by 
Pike County owners, lined up and did 
stunts around the half-mile track, led 
by four six-passenger Hups, carrying 
the-band of 12 pieces. 

Strange was the recori made by 
Pathe’s Weekly moving pictures of the 
event, for it recorded, possibly for the 
first time in history, the automobile 
vieing with blooded stock for attentfin. 
for, during the event, half a dozen trot- 
ters raced around the course, ‘warming 
up for the first race.

HENRY FORD FORECASTS 
MOTOR CAR FUTURE 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 9.—‘“What do 
you think the evolution of the motor 
car ultimately will produce?” 

Henry Ford turned and smiled slightly, 
“Tell me what do you mean,”’ he replied. 
“The clumsy two-wheeled cart of the 
world’s youth evolved into the luxurious 
landau; the Montgolfier balloon, lifted 
by hot air, developed into the Curtis 
biplane. In what way will the motor car 
of the future differ from the first Ford 
motor car?” 

Mr. Ford passed a hand over his fron 
gray hair and his eyes took on @ con- 
templative look. The man who recre- 
ated Sinbad’s diamond valley out of his 
mechanician’s brain wag thinking of the 
painful early path. It suggested that 
eagle flights of 200 or 800 years do not 
belong to the inventor, but toilsome days 
and wakeful nights with infinitesimal 
progress. 

“Lightness is what wo are striving 
for more than any other thing,” he said. 
“It will not be long before the present 
1300-pound motor car will be reduced 
in weight to 800 pounds. This will mean 
greater speed and somewhat lower price. 
But the price cannot be greatly de- 
creased because lighter material de- 
mands greater strength and craftsman- 
ship. 

“Although I am not a speed enthusi- 
ast, my aim being to increase comfort, 
I see no reason why motor cars should 
not eventually attain 150 or 200 miles an 
bour. But there would be no room for 
pedestrians on streets used by such ma- 
chines. They would require special high- 
ways. In fact, rails would probably be 
the proper thing, just as we have rails 
now for our railroad trains.” 

‘Would gasoline ag used furnish eut- 
ficient power fer these light speedy ma- 
chines?” | 

“Oh, yes, though it might be neces- 
sary to mingle other liquids.” 

‘Wouldn't friction set on fire a motor 
car going at 200 miles an hour unless new 
lubricatant were employed?’ 

“By no means; we have dynamos that 
ron for a whole year with one applica- 
tion of lubricating oil.” 

And this was as far as Henry Ford 
would go in snatching motor secrets 
from the future,

at Post While Passengers Are 
Landed Safely. 


-HOLE RIPPED IN THE HULL 


Steamboat Strikes Snag Near 
Lake Providence, La., and 
Goes Down. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., Aug. 9,—En- 
gineer O'Neil of the steamer Peters 
Lee, like “Jim Bludsoe” of John Hay's 
poem, gave his life to save the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer when 
it went down near Lake Providence 
Friday night in 50 feet of water after 
striking a snag. The passengers 
reachéd here this morning and learned 


‘that O’Netl’s body had been recov- 


ered from the wreck. 

‘ The Peters Lee was the largest of 
the Lee Line’s river steamers. When 
near Lake Providence on the return 
trip from New Orleans the vessel 
struck a sunken coal barge which 
ripped a large -hole in the hull. A 
negro roustabout ran to the engine 
room and told O'Neil what had hap- 
pened. The engineer had recently 
been subjected to abuse because he 
Was not a union man. The negro 
told others that the engineer had an- 
swered him in the words of the late 
John Hay: 

“T’ll hold her nose agin the bank 
till every galoot’s ashore.”

The nightly dance was in progress 
when the accident happened and 35 men 
and women in evening dress and the 
boat’s orchestra was in the cabin. The 
shock of the collision with «he barge 
was felt throughout the 225-foot boat 
and confusion took the place of the well- 
timed steps that accompanied “My:

Of the new mills 12 are in North Caro- 
lina, sik in Tennessee, four each in 
Texas, Pennsylvania and. California, 
-three in Alabama, two each in Massa- 
\chusetts, New Jersey and South Caro- 
lina, and one each in Galveston, Mis- 
souri, Rhode Island and Washington. 
The North is just holding its own in 
textile development, with 10 new mills 
in the first half of 1913, as against the 
same number in the last half of 1912, and 
the South has 33 new milis, as against 
11, and since the first half of 1912 the 
North has fallen back from 19 new milis 
t@é 10, while the South has gone up from 
18 new mills to 38. 

The South is showing a textile develop- 
ment which appears to take no heed of 
any possible tariff conditions. This iw 
due to the cheapness of labor in the 
South and to the nearness: of the crop.

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BANK SYSTEM FOR 
FARWIER PROPOSED 
IN SENATOR'S BILL 


Rural Districts Would Be Pro- 
vided With Long-Term Loans 
Under Government Supervision. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A  nation- 
al rural banking system was pro- 
posed in a bill today by Senator 
Fletcher, chairman of the American 
Commission on Rural Credits and also 
of the Federal Commission on Rural 
Credits, appointed by the President. 

The bill proposes a system of local] na- 
tional rural banks owned and operated 
by farmers; a state national rural bank 
in each state to be owned and con- 
trolled by the local, banks as stockhold- 
ers, and the national rural bank of the 
United States, to be located in Wash- 
ington, tv be owned entirely by the 
state rural banks. 

To supervise the proposed chain of 
banks there would be created in the 
Treasury Department a division of rural 
banking under the direction of a “rural 
banking board’’ to consist of the Secre- 
taries of the Treasury, Agriculture and 
Labor. The division would be under the 
immediate direction of a “director of 
rural banking’’ chosen by the President. 

The main purpose of the banks would 
be to furnish funds to farmers on long- 
term farm bonds or notes, secured by 
liens on farms not to exceed 60 per cent 
of their assessed value. 

Loans would be secured first by a lo- 
cal bank, then by a state bank, and last 
by the national rural bank of the United 
States, and they would run from 2 to 
60 years. The national rural bank is 
designed to have a capital and surplus 
exceeding $100,000,000, while the stock of 
each local bank would be limited to $2,- 
000, 000. 

Long-Term Loans Needed. 

Senator Fletcher, speaking in the Sen- 
ate today to urge immediate considera- 
tion of the measure by the Banking 
Committee and its passage at the spe- 
cial session of Congress, expressed ap- 
proval of the administration currency 
bill as a commercial banking bill, but 
said it would not meet the needs of the 
agricultural communities because of the 
necessity for long-term loans, 

“It is obvious,”’ said Senator Fletch- 
er, “that the only method of furnishing 
capital for requirements of the farmer 
is the creation of a long-term first mort- 
gage bond, secured on his land, which 
bond shall contain a sinking fund pro- 
vision, so that an amount shall be set’ 
aside each year to pay off the bond 
when it matures. 

“The farmers’ loans should run from 
20 to 50 years. No bank can loan money 
for such a length of time. The money 
must be borrowed from the investing 
public. Here is where a special system 
of banks is needed, which will be au- 
thorized to use their credit in guaran- 
teeing such bonds, under restrictions 
which will reduce the risk of such guar- 
antees to a minimum.’’ 

The proposed Federal reserve system, 
the Senator said, did not offer such re- 
lief, and the provisions of his measure 
he maintained, though not perfect, 
would meet the requirements. 

Bankers Oppose Reserve Clause. 

Amendments to the reserve sec- 
tions of the administration currency 
bill, which many bankers say are 
vital to the continuance of present 
credit conditions under the proposed 
new currency system, have been ten- 
tatively indorsed by Chairman Owen 
of the Senate Banking Committee and 
may be incorporated, in the bill be- 
fore it passes either house. 

Bankers, who conferred yesterday 
with Secretary McAdoo about Gov- 
ernment deposits in Western banks, 
took opportunity to impress upon the 
Secretary and Chairman Owen the 
demand of the banking interests for 
a modification of the reserve restric- 
tions of the DbilL 

Senator Owen said today he was 
inclined to favor amendments sug- 
gested by the bankers, reducing 
somewhat the reserves which banks 
would be required to ‘keep. 

Some bankers at the conference de- 
clared $600,000,000 in loans would 
have to be called by big banks if re- 
serve deposits of outside banks they 
now hold were withdrawn. 

In suggesting the reduction of re- 
‘serves, ‘the bankers asked that the 
country banks be permitted to keep 
4 per cent of their reserves with 
correspondent banks and that re- 
serve city banks be authorized to 
place 6 per cent of their reserves 
with correspondents. 

It was declared that this would 
prevent drastic decentralization of 
credits which woul compel banks to 
curtail loans. 

As a result of strong representa- 
tions. of the bankers that the re- 
serve features as now drawn would 
seriously impair business, their ren- 
ommendations in this respect are be- 
ing favorably considered. 


Bankers Tell McAdoo $50,000,000 Wil! 
Move Crops. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The thirty- 
one bankers from all sections of the 
country, who have been conferring 
with Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo on the plan of financing the 
crop movement, decided today that 
$60,000,000 from the Treasury will be 
ample to meet the needs of the agri- 
culturists. 

They announced their bellef that 
this sum would enable the hational 
credit machine to continue in normatT’ 
operation and that its activities 
would not be endangered by a money 
stringency. 

They advised Secretary McAdoo 
that his proffer of $150,000,060 aaai- 
tional would not be accepted because 
it would not be needed. The major- 
ity of these bankers expressed the 
opinion that Government loans would 
result in boosting business greatly. 


Negroes for Good Roads. 

MONTGOMERY, Mo., Aug. 9%—The 
negroes of Northeast Missouri, in a big 
reunion here today, passed a resolution 
endorsing Gov. Major's good roads proc- 
lamation. It called upon the megroes 
to show their good citizenship by giving 
two days’ work on the roads if they 


were able to do so.

KENYON WANTS 
CONTROL TRUSTS 
THROUGH TARIFT 


Senator Tells Democrats Revis- 
ion of Rates Is of Second- 
ary Importance. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—*It is 
more important to control or de- 
stroy the ‘trusts than to revise the 
tariff,” declared Senator Kenyon in 
the goanate today. “If our Demo- 
cra¢éc friends by adopting an amend- 
ment in accordance to their party 
platform would assist in this, they 
would accomplish greater good than 
by merely reducing the tariff,” 

Kenyon was speaking on his 
amendment to free list articles mafi- 
ufactured by the Aluminum Trust at 
once and to automatically free list all 
products of concerns held by the courts 
to be monopolies. 

“If the Government cannot control 
the trusts,” he continued, “then we 
may as well concede the trusts are 
powerful enough to destroy this 
Government. When the nation has 
granted protection and an industry 
so protected violates the law, that 
protection should be taken from it.” 

“Business Treason,” 
The aluminum company, Kenyon 
declared, “is engaged in business 
treason” against the Government 
from which it received its protection. 
The concern, he said, capitalized at 
$30,000,000 had invested only $2,000,- 
000 in 24 years and made a profit of 
$28,000,000 on its stock. Kenyon de- 
scribed the Democratic bill as pro- 
tective in spots and “in selected spots 
at that.” 
He praised President Wilson for 
urging tariff legis ion on Congress 
and declared he did not believe the 
President had attempted to influence 
legislation improperly. 

Sherman Law Debated, 

Kenyon led the Senate into a debate 
on the Sherman law as a criminal stat- 
ute. He declared that if one man were 
sent to jail it would do more than any- 
thing else to mane ( trusts observe the 
law. rn 3 

He said that it had been his experience 
that great business organizations 
reached out through all walks of life, 
and that it was exceedingly difficult 
to secure juries not subject to their in- 
fluence. He suggested that education 
was the prime requisite to insure en- 
forcement of the statute. 

Senator Borah expressed the opinion 
that juries were unwilling to convict 
men of criminal offenses in the for- 
mation of an unlawful combination 
when in most instances thesé combi- 
nations had been formed ‘with the con- 
nivance and consent’ of the Govern- 
ment. The law, he said, should speci- 
fy unlawful acts. 

Aluminum Contract Read. 

Senator Kenyon read a contract 


Aluminum Company of America, the 
“trust,” and two Swiss companies, 
under which the Canadian company 
was to get 75 per cent of the business 
on this side of the Atlantic and 25 
per cent on the other side and the 
Swiss companies the reverse. The 
Swiss companies were not to sell any- 
thing to the United States Govern- 
ment and the American company was 
not to sell anything to several Euro- 
pean countries. He called this an 
amazing contract and wondered that 
the Democrats who arranged the 
present bill should have thought it 
necessary to put a duty on aluminum 
under these circumstances. 

“Have any criminal prosecutions 
been brought?” asked 
erene. 

“IT don’t know; there was a decree 
to. which the American company as- 
sented. I think it is a fertile field,” 
said Senator Kenyon. 

Oliver Is Questioned. 

When Senator Kenyon was assalil- 
ing the aluminum company, Senator 
Oliver attempted to ask a qusstion. 

“Before I yield,” said Senator Ken- 
von, “I would like to ask if the Sen- 
ator is interested in the Aluminum 
Company of America?” 

Senator Oliver said the question 
smacked of some impertinence. He 
declared he was not personally inter- 
ested in the company. 

‘*Didn’t the Senator represent the 
aluminum company before a House 
committee when it was seeking a 
water-power site on the St. Lawrence 
River?” demanded Senator Kenyon. 

Senator Oliver replied he had, that 
he had endeavored to accommodate 
the company, but that he was in “no 
way interested in the aluminum busi- 
ness,” 

Iowa Senators’ Bills, 

Senator Borah wanted to know 
what induced the Democrats to put 
a duty on aluminum. Senator Shively 
explained that the Dingley rates and 
the Payne-Aldrich rates on crude and 
manufactured aluminum were more 
than three times as high as those in 
the present bill. He said only a low 
“revenue duty” remained in the pro- 
posed tariff. 

“That constitutes protection, doesn’t 
it?’ asked Senator Borah. 

Before Senator Shively. could reply, 
Senator Reed produced an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill proposed by 
Senator Cummins, putting a duty of 
six cents a pound on crude aluminum 
and nine cents a pound on the manu- 
factured, product. The rates in the 
bill before the Senate are two and 


three and.one-half cents a pound. 


“IT suggest that the Iowa Senators 
ought to get together and have a 
conference on this matter,” remarked 
Senator Shively.

HOW TO SUCCEED ON FIVE | 
ACRES DEVOTED TO POULTRY 


Close Attention to All Details, Proper Arrangement of 
Houses and Yards Will Make Five Acres 


of Poultry 


Profitable. 


Poultry raising is a business the same 
@s any other business and must be thor- 
oughly understood to be a success. It 
takes a business man to run a poultry 


farm as well as it takes = susiness man 
to run a savings bank. Every man can- 
mot run a bank, nor can every man run 
@ poultry farm. If you have never had 
any experience in raising poultry, you 
should start by raising a small flock asa 
side line for a few years. If you cannot 
make this small flock pay, the chances 
afe that you will not be able to make 
a larger flock pay enough income to 
. make it very profitable. If, after a few 
years, you have decided that you can 

e it pay, then start into it as a busi- 
ness, but, by all means, start slow and 
grow up in your business. If you are 
building up your own plant, plan it all 
oft before you put up your first build- 
ing and try to figure out what it is go- 
ing to cost before you start. 

In order to determine how five acres 
could be devoted to the best advantage 
in the rearing of poultry the Missouri 
State Poultry Board offered a prize for 
the best plan and description of a five- 
acre poultry farm and the following de- 
scription was one of the winners: 


M ement of the Ground. 
In each’ of the yards for laying stock, 


the orchard is fenced off from the main 
yard, making two separate yards for 
each laying house. By having it arranged 
this way, the hens can be run in one 
yard while the other is being seeded to 
@ quick growing crop, thereby having 
green food the entire year. To begin 
keep hens in south yards until oats are 
started in orchard, then turn them in 
there and prepare south yards for plant- 
ing corn, kaffir corn and a few rows of 
sunflawers. 

‘The mamouth sunflower should be 
planted, as they make rapid growth and 
have many steds. By the time the oats 
in the orchard are too far advanced for 
the hens, the corn will be tall enough 
so they may be turned into it, thereby 
getting a great number of bugs and 
worms if the crop is cultivated correct- 
ly. If there are enough oats to pay for 
the trouble, they should be cut and 
stacked for scratching material for win- 
ter and the orchard then sowed to cow 
peas. These make excellent hen feed 
and also enrich the soil and by the 
sowing of them and using hen manure, 
@ large quantity of green food can be 
grown in a small area. The kaffir corn 
could be shocked in the south yards, in 
early fall and wheat or rye sown around 
he shocks, or it could be hauled out of 

yards and shocked north of the feed 


. Breeding Pen Yard. 
‘The hens to be, used as breeders should 


put in the yard by the first of De- 
na so that their eggs can be used 
#m January for incubation. For this rea- 
this yard should be seeded down 

in the fall to rye or wheat, so that 

e hens would have an abundance of 

food. 

By the first of May, when the hens 
are returned to the main laying houses, 
the yard should be plowed and another 
crop, such as oats or millet, be sowed, 
go it might be used as a cockerel yard. 


Alfalfa Field. 

As this place was to be taken the first 
of January, this acre should be covered 
with manure some time during the 
spring, and in June would plow it thor- 
oughly. Then harrow and cross-harrow 
enough during the summer to keep down 
weeds and make a good seed bed.

December, so that the eggs could be 
saved to set incubators in January. I 
would set the five incubators four times 
during the year, to hatch in Fehruary, 
March, April and May. Chicks hatched 
during these months make a rapid 
growth, and by fall all pullets are in 
good condition to go in laying houses. 

Il allowed 4000 eges for setting pur- 
poses and only figured on raising 2000, so 
the incubators, brooder house and colo- 
ny house planned on could accommodate 
this number nicely for four months, It 
is» best to keep one breed of chickens, 
making a constant study of balanced 
rations for my flock from the time 
they were hatched until they were sold, 
either as a broiler, breeder or a crate- 
fattened old hen. Bulletins issued by 
the Government and various state agri- 
cultural schools give valuable informa- 
tion along this line. 

At all times everything should be kept 
Clean. Incubators, brooders, all house 
runs, yards, watering and feed troughs, 
and everything in any way connected 
with the business. 

Construction of Laying House. 

Length of house, 100 feet: width of 
house, 16 feet; height of house in front, 
8 feet; height of house in rear, 5 feet, 
door in each end, five windows in front, 
each window 4x10 feet; all walls in this 
house to be built solid, excepting doors 
in each end and window openings in 


front side. These openings to be cov- 
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by taking two feet small mesh wire net- 
ting and weaving small iron rods 
through it every three feet and pushing 
sharpened ends of rods into the ground 
as temporary posts. 

As soon as chicks were accustomed to 
new quarters, remove partition and 
temporary wire fence. There are no 
roosts in colony house. Would need 10 
colony houses on plant of, this size. 


Construction of Feed House. 

The feed house to be 12x20, pitch roof 
and cellar. Places marked A and B to 
be bins for wheat and corn. Place 
marked C to be bench three feet wide 
with bins underneath for oyster shell, 
charcoal, oil meal, etc. The bench is 
divided into several pieces, so that it 
forms the top of bins, each piece being 
hinged separately to the wall and can be 
raised independently of the rest. D is 
the landing of the stairs into the cellar. 


f 
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E is the main pert where the food is 
prepared. It contains a gasoline motor 
that runs the bone cutter, mixer and 
vegetable cutter. This room has water 
piped into it and has a food cooker. F 
is outside cellar entrance. H are doors 
to be used in unloading grain into bina. 
The cellar is to be used for the storing 
of vegetables for winter use. By having 
cellar walls and floor made of cement, 
there would be no trouble with rats and 
mice, 
Incubator and Brooder House. 

The incubator and brooder house is 10 
feet by 24 feet. The front measures four 
feet from top of foundation to roof. The 
foundation is two feet high and has four 
windows, marked B, in it to light incu- 
bator cellar. The front wall has i0 win- 
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ered with inch mesh wire netting and 
to have cloth curtains on frames inside 
to be lowered in bad weather. The 
dropping board extends the entire length 
of north wall three feet from the floor 
with four rows of perches above it. The 
dropping board is divided every W feet 
to prevent drafts. The rows of trap 
nests are placed on the south side under 
the windows, one row is placed on top 
of the other. Allowing for divisions be- 
tween nests, there would be about 20 
nests in a row, making 180 nests to each 
house. All nest perches and partitions: 
are removable. House to have dirt 
floor covered with gravel and kept cov- 
ered all the time with litter to depth of 
4 to 6 inches. Hens to be fed morning 
grain in litter self-feeders containing 
charcoal, grit, oyster shell, dry mash, 
etc., to be placed on partition walls be- 
tween pans.

This house is to be built the same as 
the laying house except that it is 30 feet 
in length instead of 100 feet, and to have 
two window openings instead of five, as 
in the laying house. 

Construction of Colony Houses. 

The colony house is six feet in front 

and four feet high in the rear. In the 
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Build solid board partitions two feet 
high and six feet long, with hooks at 
each end, that would fasten to the front

The 
divisions between yards are removable 
solid frames, thus guarding against 
drafts. Each yard has a glass win- 


front of the house are two small doors 
for chickens; also one window 2x4 feet; 
this window opening is covered with 
wire netting and has a cloth curtain, to 
be lowered in bad weather. The door 
for the attendant is at the end, and 
during the warm weather {is to be re- 
placed with a frame door covered with 
wire netting to make the house cooler. 
The small doors in front are made to 
hook on the inside and the large door 
to be locked by attendant on his last 
trip at night. The house is to be built 
with the floor on skids, so that it can 
be easily moved from place to place.

Whitewash Now Will 
Keep Down Vermin 


Poultrymen Throughout’ the 
Country Are Busy With the 


Brush and Spray This Month. 
Whitewashing is one thing that can 
be done in warm weather that will 
have a tendency to make the poultry 
house have a cleanly and fresh appear- 
ance. It will not only help it so far 
as sanitary conditions are concerned, 
but it will make it look a great deal 
befter. There are more ways than one 
in which whitewashing may be done. 
The old way is to apply it with a brush 
and this is perhaps a good way where 
there is no better. Sprayers will do 
the work just as well. Nearly every 
poultry yard has a sprayer of some 
kind, and it is a splendid thing with 
which to whitewash the building. By 
spraying the whitewash often over the 
Walls, roosts, nests and all the surface, 
it will help largely in keeping down 
the vermin. If it can be done with a 
machine of this kind it will not he so 
much of a chore, and it can be done 
often, and more often than it would be 
done if it had to be done with brushes. 
Coal oil emulsion will also be a great 
aid in keeping down the lice and mite 
trouble, which is almost sure to come 
with hot weather if the house is neg- 
lected. Use whitewash plentifully and 
without stint and it will well repay 
the labor performed. .

“When he started to the woods 
Knowles’ weight was 190% pounds. 
He showed a remarkable strength 
test for an artist, with 877.32 in a 
possible 1000. His blood pressure 
was 118. He showed considerable 
fat, which will aid him in resist- 
ing cold. He has a remarkable 
vitality and much reserve energy 
and is altogether fit for his ex- 
periment. I fully, believe that with 
his previous experience to aid him 
he shoull be able to accomplish 
his object.” 


that they are unimportant. Science 
has demonstrated that man soon  be- 
comes inured to cold and exposure if he 
is healthy; that) he adjasts himself 
quickly to conditions. 

“That a man who knows the haunts 
and habits of animals, the food value 


of berries, barks, roots and nuts, .and 
the methods of the woodsman may step 
out of the city, !solate himself and live 
in primitive luxury, 
prove. 

“As the public may wish to know my 
bill of fare in the woods, I have outlined 
some of the delicacies I shall find in 
my forest domain, 

“For my first few days I expect to 
depend on berries and wild. vegetables. 
which are found in the burnt lands and 
shores of streams and ponds. Blueber- 
ries, blackberries, raspberries, wild cher- 
ries, wild onions and artichokes offer 
a pleasing and palatable variety and, 
being easy to procure, I shall have time 
to complete my camp in the wilderness. 
If necessary, I can live a full week in 
comfort on the berries and this will al- 
low "me much time to construct and 
place my fishing and hunting devices. 
““My first meat luxury will be frogs’ 
legs. The frogs are easy to catch, aa all 
schoolboys know. My only requirement 
will be a club. Then will come sprucs 
partridges, which also are captured 
readily. Later wild duck and wild go0se 
will be spitted over my fire. 

“The animals I shall reauire are deer 
or black bear, rabbits, coons and squir- 
rels, and I shall also try to kii)l one or 
more wild cats, which are quite common 
in the territory. The large animals I 
shall require for their skins and for their 
meat. The fur I shail make into cloth- 
ing and the meat I shail use and put in 
stock, smoking the greater part of it. 
“As for fish, I shall have trout, perch, 


is what I hope to, 


the streams, 


is their meat an excellent food, but 
their shells will be useful to me in many 
ways. 

“The methods I shall employ to catch 
my fish and game I have carefully 
planned, and there is usually more than 
one way I can capture exch variety of 
animal I shall try to obtain. 


Fishing Without a Hook. 

“To catch fish without a hook requires 
ingenuity and great patience. I shall 
select my fishing grounds generally in 
I shall construct a net 
from the fiber of the inner bark of trees 
and set it at the outlet of a pool. By 
wading around in the pool I can drive 
the fish through the outlet and into the 
net. Another method I shall employ is 
spearing. The spear I shall ,make of 
wood and bone. 

“For trapping game animals, I shall 
use the deadfall, a device known to all 
trappers. This will be made of two 
falien logs, with two endg withed to- 
gether and set in a runway. The upper 
log will be weighted with stones and 
one end separated from the lower log 
to a height sufficient to admit the 
passage of big game. The top log will 
be supported by a trip, which will touch 
the animal's side as he passes through 
the trap. This will release the support 


and spring the trap. This device I 
shall use. at several advantageous 
points. 


“My’ campfire I will make by friction, 
using the method employed by the South 
Sea Islanders and many tribes of Indi- 
ans. First, I will procure a strong 
branch and some tough under bark 
from a tree. A strip of this bark I will 
use as a thong and form an Indian bow. 
A very dry pine limb will then be 
looped im the thong, and the lower end 
of this stick will produce the friction. 
needed to kindle my first sparke. By 
drawing the bow back and forth, the 
upright pine stick is whirled so fast

point, where dry punk is placed ready 
to catch the sparks. When the sparks 
ignite the punk, I will take a nandful of 
the punk and fan it into a flame. 

“For the preservation of my surplus 
meats and fish, I shall use the most 
convenient of two methods. Smoking 
is the most practical. After digging a 
hole in the ground and lining is with 
stones, [ build a fire in the hole and al- 
low it to burn to coals. With oak bark 
I will smother the fire and hang the 
meat or fish on crose sticks. The whole 
thing is then covered with botighs and 
brush to hold the smoke, and left until 
the meat or fish fs smoked brown. 

“The other method of preserving is to 
cut the fish or meat into thin strips 
and let it dry in the open air. 

‘I shall also store some berries if I 
find them plentiful in my section. This 
1 can do by spreading them on bark in 
the sun until they are dry. These I can 
take with me on my hunting trips and 
by soaking them in water they will be 
ready for eating.” 

Guides Think Flan Good. 

It is the opinion of guides in the sec- 
tion that Knowles will be able to com- 
plete his two months of wild life. They 
declare that all of the methods he has 
planned for obtaining food and protec- 
tion are practical and they can see no 
extreme hardship ahead for him after 
he has made a covering for his body. 

Knowles laughed at the suggestions of 
danger and, when he departed into the 
woods, said that he wotla come out bet- 
ter physically and mentally and better 
equipped to paint pictures of wild life. 
Nothing but an unforeseen accident 
would break that two months in the séi- 
itudes of the forest, he said. 

Knowles has led a life of adventure, 
has sailed and traveled in many climes, 
has studied life at its lowest and high- 
est levels. His study of animals has 
been constant and thoitough, and wild 
life appeals most to him. With the 
education he has gleaned by uphill work 
he has gone back to that which calis 
him, the better equipped to master the 
artistic side as well as the practical 
side of primeval life. 

Expects to Paint in Woods. 

Knowles will not be satisfied to sim- 
ply maintain his existence and obtain 
comforts in the forest. He has planned 
to accomplish as much else as his time 
will permit and this effort will ba di- 
rected to the fleld of art. He has 
planned to make paper by grinding pwip 
on the rocks and pressing it between 
heavy layers of bark. He will make 
water colors from berries, barks and 
roots and brushes from the furs of ani- 
mals. 

Knowles occupies a high standing in 
the world of art. He has studios at 
Boston and at Braford, Vi. His work 
is gaining wide recognition among those 
who know wild life, and he has long 
cherished an ambition to show that he 
knows the life he paints. 

His rise in art is the story of & hard 
struggle. His boyhood was spent under 
deprived conditions, in a clearing in the 
Maine woods. He never had a toy until 
he was able to make one and the dis- 
tance to the nearest school ‘shut him off 
from education. He worked among men 
and did a man’s work. At_16 he ran 
away to sea and shipped in all kinds of 
craft until he reached the full rigged 
ship. The navy next appealed to him 
and he served two enlistments. It was 
through Uncle Sam that he received 
ris education. 

Later he returned to Maine and guidec 
parties of sportsmen in the woods. 
These men were different from what 
he had known. He had seen only the 
rough side of iife He liked these inen 
from the city and he started to try 
that side of life. The Sportemen en- 
couraged him in his art work, which he 
had been slowly developing without fn- 
struction. In Boston Knowles went in. 
to art with such extreme industry end | 
ambition that he made @ success,

Professor Birkeland’s experiments provide a 
clue to the way.in which our’own earth was cre- 
ated. His experiments lead him to suggest that 
the creative force is electro-magnetic, which is 
still constantly in operation, creating other 
worlds in the depths of space. 

Prof. Birkeland, among other things,* has pro- 
duced astonishing imitations of such phenomena 


tions of sunspots, arranging themselves in bands 
parallel to the equator of the globe, and gradually 
drawing in toward the equator from both sides, 
just as occurs with the actual spots upon the sun. 

These imitated sunspots consist of “electric 
eruptions” on the magnetized globe, and they 
send out long streamers which can be photo- 
graphed.

In science, centuries were to pass before a pnil- 
osopher could arrive at a generalization so crude 
as that nature is constructed of four elements, hot, 
cold, wet and dry. Apollo yet drove the chariot 
of the sun daily from Orient to Occident. The 
moon was still the shield of the huntress Diana. 
Zeus launched the lightning from the summit of 
Olympus, and glades and dales were peopled with 
hemadryads and nymphs. 


The world was a flat plain surrounded by the. 


ocean, and the stars were smal] lamps set in a 
dome which revolved about the earth. The vasti- 
tude of the undiscovered Americas was dimly 
sensed, perhaps, in the legend of Atlantis. The 
edge of the known wor!d was the strait of Gib- 
raltar, where Atlas upheld the sky on mountain- 
ous shoulders. To the east, the north, the west 
and the south were fabulous regions infested by 
direful monsters. 

Travel was afoot, on horseback or in rude wag- 
ons, and a journey of 100 miles was a dangerous 
and hardy adventure. There were no boo’s, for 
there was as yet no alphabet in Greece, and the in- 
vention of mechanical printing was hidden ages 
away in the future. 

One would thin’ that a child born into a world 
sO narrow and unilluminated, of a parentage so 
benighted and ignorant, would havé a mentality 
little higher than that of a brute. Yet, to rebuke 
our modern conceit, that age has handed down to 
us in the statue found at Baltimore a testimony 
that it could produce children braving compari- 
son, in native intelligence as well as in beauty, 
with the mo:t gifted examples of twentieth cen- 
tury infancy. 

Contrast the conditions surrounding the Greek 
baby of the bust with those which greet the 
child of well-to-do and intelligent parents in St. 


Louis today. The present-day infant, though only 


little more than two years old, has already come 
into contact with facts which the parents of the 
Greek child would no. doubt have worshiped as 


‘manifestations of the deity. 


The St. Louis baby’s birth was safeguarded by 
precautions of science undreamed of by old phy- 
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ury for 7000 years,” he declarea. ‘‘There has been, 
of course, a huge accumulation of knowledge, but 
for all that, we are no cleverer than the ancients. 

“There is still the most abominable vice going 
on, every kind of cruelty to children and the poor, 
adulteration in every commodity and lies every- 
where. 

“The average of mankind wil] remain the same 


until natural selection takes steps to raise it.” 


The Greek bust, in addition to its anthropolog- 
ical importance, has an artistic and ~>smantic in- 
terest which places its financial value at $250,000, 
despite its mutilation by time and vandals. 

When it was stolen from the National Museum 
at Athens 15 years ago, there was a sensation sim- 
ilar to that attending the disappearance of the 
“Mona Lisa’ from the Louvre. A hundred or more 
Greek secret service men for years searched the 
world for the missing antique, and all the Greek 
diplomatic agents have been on the lookout for a 
clew to its whereabouts. The King of Greece 
personally interested himself in the search. 

Recently James Nemphos discovered that his 
uncle, Charles Nemphos, a Greek confectioner in 
Hampden, a suburb of Baltimore, had obtained 
possession of the priceless work of art. He at- 
tempted to persuade the elder man to return the 
bust to Gfeece, but he refused, declaring that it 


had heer ‘eft with. him by a man as a pledge for 


a loan of morey. 
Out of patric tic motives, vane to the Peay; 
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‘ew, he communicated the secret to Dr. A. C, 


Vouros, Greek Charge d’Affaires at Washington, 
who hastened to Baltimore with the e ardor 
that a French official would feel if informed of 
the whereabouts of Da Vinci’? .aasterplece. 

With detectives he went to Nemphos’ store and 
demanded the bust. The candymaker admitted 
that he knew it was in the United States, but 
nothing more. After the police had sweated him 
all night he broke down and confessed that the 
work of art was concealed in his cellar. There 
it was found, buried in a heap of rubbish, al- 
though valued at a quarter of a million dollars. 

The bust had been broken in two at the neck, 
with the purpose, the police said, of attempting to 
make its identification more difficult. Dr. Vouros 
took the bust to Washington and stored it in a 
vault at the Treasury until he could make prep- 
arations for its triumphal restoration to Athens. 
Charles Nemphos, held on a charge of larceny, de- 
clared that he and his nephew quarreled, and that 
the latter, in revenge, betrayed him to the anu- 
thorities. 

How the statue, evading hundreds of skilled 
searchers, made its way from WBurope to the 
United States, and through what hands and ad- 
ventures it passed during its 15 years’ disappear- 
ance, has not yet been disclosed. But despite mu- 
tilation and fracture, it still remains as a pre- 
clous monument of eternal childhood, of human 
infancy at its highest in charm and intelligence.

On all sides of the modern baby are the be- 
quests of the ages. Ponderous cars drawing the 
power to move from a slender wire above the 
street, flash by its home. Taken by its parents to 
a moving picture show, it beholds the magic of 
bustling life whirling down a ray of light and 
flying across a screen with photographic accu- 
racy. 

Into the infant's home comes each day the mar- 
vel of the newspaper, with its system of intelli- 
gence encircling the earth. In the library are 
books through the mere turning of the leaves of 
which the mind may converse with the greatest 
intellects of time, and traverse. the farthest 
reaches of history, geography and even astrono- 
my. About the house teems the multifarious life 
o? a great modern metropolis, and the peaceful 
clangor of an age of industry, which has sup- 
planted the military eras. 
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Yet, with all these advantages, does the moce: J 
child start life with a finer intellectual equip- 
ment than that of the infant of 30 centuries ago? 
An answer in the negative is given emphatically 
b} Dr. E. W. Saunders of St. Louis, who, as a spe- 
cialist in infantile ailments, has had an unusual 
opportunity of studying contemporanecus child- 
hood. After examining a photograph of the Greek 
bust, he exclaimed: 

“The head is magnificent. There may be some 
childien today with as fine facial and cranial lin- 
eaments as those of this 3000-year-old baby, but 
they are above the average. 

“I agree thoroughly with Dr. Alfred Russel 
Wallace that man has not improved in intelli- 
gence, morality or beauty for 7000 years. This 
bust proves that ages ago man had the same na- 
tive mental endowment that he possesses today. 

“I regard the statue as an argument against the 
doctrine of evolution: Back in the ‘seventies, 
when I was a student at Vienna, and when it was 
heresy to doubt the Darwinian theory of the 
descent of man, I proclaimed that I was not the 
grandson of a monkey. 

“It is true that the human race has gradually 
accumulated a vast store of knowledge, but the 
child today is bern into the world just as help- 
less, just as ignorant and with the same mental! 
equipment as the child of thousands of years 
ago.” 

The views of Dr. Wallace which are endorsed by 
Dr. Saunders were uttered in a survey which “the 
grand old man of svience,” as he is called, recent- 
ly completed on his ninetieth birthday. Dr. Wal- 
lace, Darwin's co-discoverer of the doctrine of 
evolution, has, since recanted many of its the- 
ories.

HIS diary, telling simply, but vividly, the 
\y¥ story of a man’s descent into the valley 

; of the shadow of death and his marvel- 
cus rescue by modern medical science, was dic- 
tated by Edward B. Fischer on the first day that 
his physicians at the St. Louis City Hospital per- 
mitted him to talk at length. He swallowed a 
tablespoon and a half of powdered bichloride of 
mercury, Of the grade known in commerce as 
“C. P..” or chemically pure. 


There has recently been in St. Louis an epi- 
demic of suicide attempted by means of bichlor- 
ide. Fourteen cases, three resulting fatally, were 
reported at the city hospital between May 20 
and the end of July. 


The novel treatment administered to Fischer 
with success by city hospital physicians, will 
mark a new departure in the handling of cases 
of this nature. Its main features were electric 
sweat baths and injections of sodium carbonate 
into the veins. The case wiil be renorted with 
technical detail in the medical journals. 

Fischer ascribes his convalescence in part to 
his resolution, even when the physicians gave 
him up for lost, to live for the sake of his wife 
and four children. 


. As an interesting aside to his experience, he 
asserts that he has been cured of the cigarette 
habit, to which he was excessively addicted. 


,ULY 16—I couldn’t sleep 
last night from worry 
over my wife, who gave 
birth to our fourth baby 
two days ago, and was 
very sick. I went to the 
home of her sister, two 
blocks away. She is 
Mrs. Ada C. Rapp of 6034 
Bartmer avenue. Short- 
ly after midnight I 
went downstairs to the 
medicine chest to take 
some epsom salts. In the 

‘dark I poured a tablespoonful and a half of pow- 

der into a glass of water, and drained it in a

If someone had put a lighted torch in my mouth 
I couldn’t have had a more agonizing surprise. | 
knew instantly the mistake I had made. In my 
work as a photographer's retoucher I use bichlo- 
ride of mercury, sometimes called corrosive sub- 
limate. I had taken a vial of it to my sister-in- 
law’s house te do some work, and mistook it for 
the bottle of salts. I had swallowed 600 grains of 
this deadly poison. 

I called Mrs. Rapp, and told her what had hap- 
pened. The next few hours I re-cmber indistinct- 
lv. They tell me I was insensible most of the 
ume. But there are flashes of memory that come 
back to me. One is that of having a pasteboard 
funnel between my teeth and Mrr. Rapp pouring 
a liquid down it into my throat. It was a mix- 
ture of white of eggs, milk and flour. 


The next memory is that of hearing myself 
screaming. Something hard and terribly painful 
was being pushed down my throat. I recognized it 
was a stomach pump, of which I had heard. You 
know how painful it is when your hand comes 
against a red-hot stove. My throat hurt that bad 
from my lips down to my stomach, and you can 
imagine how it felt when the nozzle and tube of 
the pump scraped it. 

The doctors poured some liquid (white of eggs) 
down the tube and then worked the pump. The 
suction in my stomach felt like someone tearing 
blisters from burned fles). After a few minutes 
the doctors pulled the tube out to let me rest, 
they said. But after a bit they pushed the tube 
down again and pumped some more. They kept it 
up at intervals until morning. I was often un- 
conscious from pain, and the action of the poi- 
gon and: of the pump caused blood to come from 
-\my nose and ears. I knew I was in a hospital, 


but didn’t remember how I got there. 

Once I awoke to get a bad shock. In the same 
room with me two men were dressing the dead 
body of a man. I saw them wash it, wrap it in 
a sheet, and tie up the jaws and head with nap- 
kins. One of them, thinking | was unconscious, 
nodded towards me and said:

Steven Krupa of Jeannette, Pa., broke all 

records for long flight when it arrived 
home from Rio Janeiro on July 8. It had flown 
4200 miles in 48 days, having been liberated at 
Rio on May 8. How many miles it actually flew 
no one can estimate, for it is virtually certain 
that its flight was not a straight line. When 
liberated it first flew south, but returned to the 
starting point a day later, circled awhile and 
then headed north. 

Not only did Sunny Jim brea the record for 
long flight, but it performed a feat that is ur. jue 
in the annals of pigon flying, being the first wird 
ever known to have crossed the tropics. Othe 
pigeons have been shipped from the north tem- 
perate zone to the south temperate zone. but not 
one of them ever reached home. Al! of ‘which 
makes Mr. Krupa very proud of his pigeon. for 
which he can justly claim the championship of the 
world. 

Homing pigeons are capable of not only long 
sustained but extremely swift flight. The record

HAT are our. bathing cos- 
tumes coming to? 

Or,. perhaps it should 
be asked, what bathing 
costumes are coming to 
us? And how long will 
it take us to adopt those 
which are pretty sure to 
come? 

Europe, which has 
sent us the _ directoire 
gown, the split skit and 
‘other  gasp-producing 
modes of street. costume, 

has something new for us in beach attire. And 
that something new does not include stockings 
oi «ny sort of a skirt. 

Such attire as American women would not think 
of wearing at bathing beaches, and as Americans 
have s<en worn only by Annette Kellerman and 
other professionals in special tank exhibitions, is 
the daily outdoor garb of thousands of women at 
the most fashionable beaches of England and the 
Continent +his year. 

Beside these new garments—one cannot call 
them dresees—how like a mandate of Puritanism 
sound the rules made for the Fairground pool, St. 
Louis’ big new bathing beach, by Miss Charlotte 
Rumbold, censor of costumes by virtue of her po- 
sition as secretary of the Public Recreation Com- 
mission. Those rules are: 

Girls over 15 years old MUST wear skirts. 

Bathing suits must not be made of thin ma- 
terial, which will cling to the body when 
wet, or of light-colored goods. 

Instead of this American edict of modesty, the 
mandate of European fashion for women at th 
bathing beaches is: 

Don’t wear skirts. You can wear them at 
home. 

Display the human form as much as possi- 
ble. What is it for if not to be admired? 

Weight and color of bathing costumes are 
matters of taste. “or a plump woman, stiiped 
goods make a stunning suit. 


It is a far cry, someone may remark,'from a 
American inland bathing pool, 24 hous’ ride from 
salt water, to such European beaches as Ostend 
Brighton and Trouville. But the cry becomes a 
shriek when the difference in women's garb i: 
noted. 

Brighton, it might be supposed, would be ar 
exception, for it is not far from London, and Lon 
don’s ways, in matters of dress, are not the way 
of Paris and Brussels. 

But since Nausicaa’s bathing maidens rompe: 
around Ulysses, furnishing Homer vith materiz 
for some immortal “‘copy,’’ men’s eves have hard 
ly gazed on scantier attire than that of the En. 
glish maid who, on the steps of a Brighton bath- 
ing machine, readily posed for the photographer. 
And her costume, which began halfway between 
the knees and the hips, and was in one piece of 
striped material, was no daring excention to the 
general fashion which prevailed at Brighton. 

The bathing machine itself is not nearly such 
a vehicle of concealment as it used to be. Time 
was when the bathing maiden, even after she had 
put on Skirts, was unwilling to display her covered 
ankles by walking from the dressing raom to the 
water. For her benefit, the bathing machine was 
deyised, and from the machine, when towed into 
knee-deep water, the swimmer would make her 
first appearance. 

The bathing machines ere still in use at the Eu- 
ropean beaches, but patient servitors do not have 
one-half the trouble they used to have in drag- 
ging them into the water. For the women now

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skirtless, not only walk from the machine to the 
waves, in sight oi eve:. o. e on the beach, but they 
often stop on the beacui to flirt, to gossip and even 
to turkey trot. 

At the celebrated bath of Wannsee, near Ber- 
lin, dancing and swimming are combined, and 
the swimmers, before taking a dip, enjoy a tango 
or a two-step. Some of the women put loose 
dresses over their bathing costumes, s.me do not. 
And Wannsee, be it remembered, is a “famil:’ 
lesort. 

At the great international resort of the Lido, 
on the Adriatic, near Venice, visitive ~ ust ians 
have introduced costumes as Cdaiing as those of 
ther Ge men cousins. At Navies, in the warm 
wateis of the Mediterranean, vathing has’ taken 
new popular.ty, and men and women, in costumes 
of athletic type, perform daring feats in diving 
and distance swimming. 

Trouville and Ostend, tue ‘atter perhaps the 
world’s mort cosmopolitan bathing place, might 
be expected to “go the limit” in daring attire, and 
this expectation is well met by the pictures which 
have been obtained there. 

These pictures show that the abandonment of 
skirts is not wholly for the purpose of swimming 
unhampered. The wearers of the new mode see 
no reason why they should stay in deep water. 
The water hides their forms, and they do not 
think their forms exactly need hiding. Water

London Still Has Poachers 


N London County Council's big book of statis- 
tics there are many items of general curios- 
iy. During the year there were 15 captures 

amonf¢ night poachers in London and 74 arrests 
for deck poaching. 

Then London still raises crops. There are 3206 
acres under cultivation within the metropolitan 
bouncaries. They produce 2201 tons of hay and 
1:30 tons of potatoes, 148 quarters of peas and 259 
quartrs of wheat. . 

In tie matter of burglaries there were 352 cases, 
but i» 74 of them nothing was stolen. The bur- 
glars ‘aptured $27,285 worth, and of this $8730 was 
recovered. The popular hour with burglars is be- 
tween 2 and 4 in the morning, and the popuier 
methcd is to break in through windows secured 
by bars or bolts. There were 90 cases of the kind 
in these hours, and 84 between 4 and 6 o’clock in 
the morning. Housebreaking differs from bur- 
glary only in the matter of time, and a burgtar 
by nigat pursuing the same occupations in the 
same way through the day is thus also a house- 
breaver. The working hours of housebreakers are 
between « o'clock in the morning and 9 o’clock at 
night. 

During the year housebreakers captured $84,165, 
of which $7680 was recovered. The busiest time 
with housebreakers is between 7 and 9 o’clock at 
night.

ny HE relationship of man 
Les and woman is the funda- 
ny 4 mental relationship that 

stands at the base of the 
whole social structure. 
Much can be done by law 
towards puttifg women 
on a footing of complete 
and entire equal rights 
with man—including the 
right to vote, the right 
to hold and use prop- 
erty, and the right to 
enter any profession she 
desires on the same terms as the man. 

Yet when this has been done it will amount 
to little unless on the one hand the man him- 
self realizes his duty to the woman, and unless on 
the other hand the woman realizes that she has 
no claim to rights unless she performs the duties 
that go with those rights and that alone justify 
her in appealing to them. 

A cruel, selfish or licentious man is an abhor- 
rent membcr of the community; but, after all, his 
actions are no worse in the long run than those 
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The performance of duty, and not an indul- 
gence in vapid ease and vapid pleasure, is 
all that makes life worth while. 


of the woman who is content w be a parasite on 
others, who is cold, selfish, caring fdr nothing 
but frivolous pleasure and ignoble ease. The law 
of worthy effort, the law of service for a worthy 
end, without regard to whether it brings pleasure 
or pain, is the only right law of life, whether for 
man or for woman. ; 

The man must not be selfish; nor, if the wom- 
ar is wise, will she let the man grow selfish, and 
this not only for her own sake, but for his. One 
of. the prime needs is to remember that almost 
every duty is composed of two seemingly con- 
flicting elements, and that over-insistence on one, 
to the exclusion of the other, may defeat its own 
end. 

Any man who studies the statistics of the birth 
rate among the native Americans of New En- 
gland, or among the native French:of France, 
needs not to be told that when prudence and 
forethought are carried to the point of cold selfish- 
mess and self-indulgence, the race is bound to 
disappear. Taking into account tne women who 
for good reasons do not marry, or who when 
married are childless or are able to have but one 
or two children, it is evident that the married 
woman able to have children must on an average 
have four or the race will not perpetuate itself. 

This is the mere statement of a self-evident 
truth. Yet foolish and self-indulgent people often 
resent this statement as if it were in some way 
possible by denunciation to reverse the facts of 
nature: and, on the other hand, improvement and 
shiftiess people, inconsiderate and brutal people, 
treat the statement as if it justified heads of famé 
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of which Theodore Roose-

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ilies in having enormous numbers of badly nour- 
ished, badly brought up and badly cared for chi! 
dren for whom they make no effort to provide. 

A man must think well- before he marries. We 
must be a tender and considerate husband and 
realize that there is no other human being to 
whom he owes so much of love and regard and 
consideration as he does the woman who in 
pain bears and with labor rears the children 
that are his. 

No words can paint the scorn and contempt 
which must be felt by all right-thinking men, not 
only for the brutal husband, but for the hus- 
band who fails to show full loyalty and considera- 
tion to his wife. Moreover, he must work, he 
must do his part in the world. 

On the other hand, the woman must realize that 
ehe has no more right to shirk the business of 
wifehood and motherhood than the man who has to 
shirk his business as a breadwinner for the house- 
hold. Women should have free access to every 
field of labor which they care to enter, and when 
their work is as valuable as that of a man it 
should be paid ag highly. Yet normally for the 
man and the woman whose welfare is more im- 
portant than the welfare of any other human 
beings, the woman must remain the housemother, 
the homekeeper, and the man must remain the 
breadwinner, the provider for the wife who bears 
his childref and for the children she brings into 
the world. 

No other work is as valuable or as exacting 
for either man or woman; it must always, in 
every healthy society, be for both man and woman 
the prime work, the most important work; nor- 
mally all other work is of secondary importance, 
and must come as a: add'tion to, not a substitute 
for, thig primary wor . ‘The partnership should 
be one of equal rights, one of love. of self-respect 
and uneelfishness, above al] a paitnership for the 
performance of the most vitally important of all 
duties. The performance of dutr, and not an 
indulgence in vapid ease aiid vapid pleasure, is all 
that ma’es !ife worth while. 

Suffrage for women should be loo-ed on from 
this standpoint. Personally I feel that it is ex- 
actly as much a “right” of woman as of man to 
vote.

munication which we had with Henri or Marte Marias 
for mvre than a year. | 

We heard nothing of Marais’ band except 4 rumor 
thet they had trekked to a district in what is now the 
Transvaal, which is ealled Rustenberg, and thence on 
towards Delagoa Bay into an unknown veld where they 
had valished. From Marie herself no letter came, which 
showed me clearly enough that she had not found an 
opportunity of sending one. 

Observing my depressed condition, my father suggest- 
ed as a remedy that I should go to the theological col- 
lege at Cape Town and prepare myself for ordination. 
Bet the church as a career did not appeal to me. He 
desired earnestly that I should follow the profession 
which he adorned, and indeed gaw no other open for 
me any more than | did myself. Of course he was right 
in a way, seeing that in the end I found none, unless 
big game hunting and Kaffir trading can be calied a 
profession. Still, poor business as it may be, I say now 
when I am getting towards the end of my life, that I 
am glad I did not follow any other. 

I was extremely thankful when a diversion occurred 
which took me away from home. The story of my de- 
ferse of Maraisfontein had spread far, and tuat of my 
feats of shooting, especially in the Goose Kloof, still 
farther. So the end of it was that those in auchority 
commandeered me to serve in one of the continual Kaf- 
fir frontier wars which was in progress, and ihsiantly 
gave me a comniission as a kind of lieutenant in a bor- 
der corps. 

Now the events of that particular war have nothing 
to do with the history that I arn telling. I served in 


it for a year, meeting with many adventures, one or 
two successes, and several failures. Once I was wounded 
Once I 


slightly, twice I but just escaped with my life. 
was reprimanded for taking a fo lish risk and losing 
some men. Twice I was commended for what were 
called gallant actions, such as bringing a wounded com- 
rade out of danger under a warm fire, mostly of as- 
segais, and penetrating by night, almost alone, in.o the 
stronghold of a chieftain, and shcoti:g him. 

At length that war was patched up with an incon- 
clusive peace and my corps was disbanded. I reiurned 
home, no longer a lad, but a man with experience of 
various kinds and a rathcr unique knowledge of Kaf- 
firs, their languages, history and modes of thought and 
action. Also I had associated a good deal witn Sritish 
officeis. a:.d from them acquired much that I bed found 
no epportunity ef studying before, esp.cially, | hype, the 
ideas and standards of English gentlemen. 

F had not been back at the Mission Station more than 
three weeks, quite long enough for me to begin to be 
bored with idleness and inactivity, when thai call for 
which I had been waiting came at last. 

One day a smous, that is a low kind of whiie man 
who travels about trading with unsohisticated Boers 
and Kaftirs, and cheating them if he can, called at the 
I was about to send 
him away, having no liking for such gentry, when he 
asked me if 1 were named Alian Quatermain. I said 
“Yes,” whereon he replied that he had a letter for me, 
and produced a packet wrapped up in sail cloth. I 
asked him whence he had it, and he answered from a 
man wh m he had met at Pert Elizabeth, an east coast 
trader, who, haaring that he was com-ng into the Crad- 
ock district, entrusted him with the letter. The man 
told him that it was very important, and that I should 
reward the bearer well if it were delivered safely. 

While he talked I was opening the sail cloth. Within 
was a pic-e of jinen which had been oiled to Keep out 
water, ad:ressed in some red pigment to myself or my 
father. This, too, I opened, not without difficulty, for it 
was carefully sewn up, and found within it a letter 
packet, also addressed tq myself or my father, in the 
handwriti:.2 ef Marie. 

Great Heaven! How my heart jumped at that sight! 
Calling to Hans to make the smous comfortable and give 
him food, I went into my own room, and there read the 
letter, which ran thus: 


“My Dear Allan: lI do not know whether the other 


letters I have written to you huve ever come to your 
hands, or indeed if this ove w.il Still, I send it on 
chance by a wandering lortuguese half-breed wio i8 


xoing to Delagoa bay, about 50 miles, I believe, from the 
lace where I now write, near the Crocodile River. My 
ather has named it Maraisfontein, aiter our old home. 
lf those letters reached you, : on will have learned of the 
terrible things we went through on our journey; the 
attaeks by the Kaffirs in the Zoutpuansberg region, who 
destroved one of our parties aitugether. It will be 
enough to say that to the number of 35 white people, 
men, women and children, we trekked a@®the beginning 
of the summer season, from the Lydenburg district—an 
awful journey over mountains and through  iiocoded 
rivers. After many delays, sume cf them months long, 
we reached this place, about eight weeks ago, for I 
write to you at the beginning of June, if we have kept 
correct account of the time, of whic | am not certain. 


"It is a beautiful place to look at, a flat country of 
rich veld, with big trees growing on it, and about two 
miles from the great river that is calicd the Crocodile. 
Here, finding good water, my father and ifernan Pereira, 
who now rules hii in ali things, det. rmined to settle, 
although some of the others wished to push on nearer 
to Delagva Bay. There was a great quarrel avout it 
but in the end my father, or rather Hernan, had his 
wil, as the oxen were worn out and many had a. ‘ay 
died from the bites of a poisonous fiy which is cilled 
the tsetse. So we lotted oui te iand, of which & . « Is 
enough for hundreds, and began to build rude houses. 

“Then trouble came upon us. The Kaffirs stole most 
ef our horses, although they have not dared to 
us, and except two belonging to Hernan, the rest 


ef the sickness, tie last { .wem but yesterda) ihe 
oxen, too, have all died of the tsetse bites or other 
ilinesses. But the worst is that although this cou. try 


looks so healthy, it is poisuned with fever, which c mes 
up, 1 think, in the mists from the river. Already out 
of the 35 of us, 10 are dead. two men, three womcn and 


five ehildren, while more are sick. As yet my father 


and | and my cousin Pertira have, Ly God's mer xept 
quite well; bui, although we are al: very strong, how 
leng this w:ll continue | cannot tell. Fortunate:y we 


hase plenty of ammunition and tne place is thicx with 
zame, so that those of the men who remain strong can 
kill all the food we want, even shooting on foot, and 
we women have made a great quantity of biltong by 
flesh and drying it in the sun. 

*B.t, dear Allan, unless help comes to us I think that 
we s)} all die evary one, for God alone knows the miseries 
that we suffer and the horrible sights of sickness and 
death that are around us. At this moment there lies by 
me a little girl who is dying of fever. 

“Oh. Allan, if vou ean help us, do so! Because of our 
sick it is impossible for us to get to Delagoa Bay, and 
‘f we d.d we have no money to buy anything there, for 
all that we had with us was lost in a wagon in a 
fiood+d river. It was a great*sum, for it included Her- 
nan's rich fortune which he brought from the Cape with 
him in gold. Nor can we move anywhere else, for we 
nave no cattle or horses. We have sent to Delagoa Bay, 
where we hear these are to be had, to try to buy them 
on credit; but my cousin Hernan’'s relations, of whom 
he used to talk so much, are dead or gone away, and 
no one will trust us. With the neighboring Kaftirs, 
too, who have plenty of cattle, we have quarreled since, 
unfortunately, my cousin and some of the other Boers 
tried to take cerlgin beasts of theirs without payment 
So we are quite helpless, and can only wait for death. 

“Allan, my father says that he asked your father to 
collect some monies that were owing to him. If it were 
ossible for you or other friends to come to Delagoa 
n a ship with that money, I think that it might serve 
to buy some oxen, enough for a few wagons. hen per- 
haps we might trek back and fall in with a party of 
Boers who, we believe, have crossed the Quathlamba 
Mountains into Natal. /Or perhaps we might get to the 
bay and find a ship to take us anywhere from this hor- 
rible place. If you could come, the natives would guide 
you to where we are. 

“Allan, my dearest, my heart is where it was, and 
wheré 4~prgmised it should remain, in your keeping, 
Of course, Herriam. bas pressed me to marry him, and 
my father has wished “#t. Byt I have always said no, 
and now, in our wretchedness, there ig no more talk 
of marriage at present, which is the ome good thing 
that has happened to me. And, Allan, before a@ very 
long | shall be of age, if I live. Still I dare say you no 
longer think of marriage with me, who, perhaps. are 
already married to someone else, especially ag now. and 
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all of us are wo better than wandering beggars. 
have thought it rightto tell you these 
you may like to know. 5 : 

“Oh, why did God ever put it into my father’s heart 
to leave the- Cape Colony just. because he hated the 
British Govermnent and Hernan Vereira and others per- 
suaded him? 
enough now. It is 
that he is going ma 
“Will this letter ever come to your hands, I wonder? 
I am sending with it the little money I have to pay for 
its delivery—about £4 English. If not, there is an end. 
if it does, and you cannot come or send others, at least 
pray for us. I dream of you by night and think of you 
by day, for how much I love you I cannot tell. 

“In life or death I am “YOUR MARIE.” 

My father entered the house. 

“Why, Allan, what is the matter with you?” he asked. 

I gave him the letter. 

“Merciful God, what dreadful news!” 
can be done for them?” , 

“I can try to reach them.” 

“How is it possible for you, one man, to get to 
Delagoa Bay, buy cattle, and rescue these folk, who 
probably are now all dead?” 

“The first two things are possible enough, father. Some 
ship will take me to the bay. You have Marais’ money, 
and I have five hundred pounds which my oid aunt in 
England left me last year. That is about eight hundred 
pounds in all, which would buy a treat many cattle and 
o.her things. It may be that they cannot be rescued, it 
may be tiat they are dead. I can only go to see.” 

“But, Ailan, Allan, you are my only son, and if you 
go it is possible that I shall never see you. more.” 

“tl have bcen through more dangers lately, father, and 
am still alive and well. Moreover, if Marie is dead’— 
| paused, then went on passionately—“do not try to stop 
me ‘lhink of the words in that letter and what a shame- 
kss h und | should be if I sat here quiet while Marie 
is dying yonder.” . 

“Go, and God be with you, Allan, and me also, for 1 
never expeci to see you again.” 

The stn. 08S Was summoned and asked about the ship 
wh.ch brought the letter from Dolagoa. It seemed that 
Siit iugiisn-owned brig known as che Seven 
Stars, and chat her captain, one Richardson, proposed to 
sail baek to the bay on the morrow, that was the third 
July, o° in other words, within 24 hours. 
‘)wenty-!our hours! And Port. Elizabeth was 118 
miles away. and the Seven Stars might leave eartier if 
sie haa -ompleted her cargo and wind and weather 
scved. Moreover, if she did leave, it might be weeks or 
months bvbetore any otier ship called for Delagoa Bay, 
fur tHnose days, of course, there were no mail boats. 

I looked at my watch. It was 4 o'clock in the after- 
nocn, and from a calendar we had, which gave the tides 
at Port Elizabeth and other South African harbors, it 
did net seem probable that the Seven Stars would sail, 
‘if she kept to her date, beforé about 8 on the imorrow. 
One hundred and twenty miles to be covered in, say, 14 
hours over rough country with some hills! WeH, on 
the ather hand, the roads were fairly good and dry, with 
no flooded rivers to cross, although there might be one 
to swim, and there was a full moon. It could be done— 
barely, and now I was glad indeed that Hernan Pereira 
had not won my swift mare in that shooting match. 

I called to Hans: “I ride to Port Elizabeth, and must 
be there by 8 o’clock tomorrow morning.” 

“A llemachte!” . 

“You will Ze with me, and from Port Elizabcth on 
te Delagoa lL’'ay. Saddle the mare and the rean ho':se, 
abd put a headstall on the chestnut to lead witi) you 
as a spare.” 

The next half hour was a busy time for me. Henri 
Marais’ money had to be got out of the strong box and 
arranged in a belt of buck’s hide that I had strapped 
about me. A letter had to be written by my father to 
the manager of the Port Elizabeth Bank, identifying me 
as the owner of the sum lodged there in my name. A 
meal must be eaten and some food prepared for us to 
carry. The horses’ shoes had to be seen to; and a few 
clothes packed /in the saddle bags. Yet within 35 min- 
utes the long, lean mare stood before the door. 

My poor. old father embraced me. 

“God bless you, my dear boy,” he snid. “I pray that 
this may be all for the best, and that we may meet again 
in the world. But if not, remember what 1 have taught 
you, and if I survive you, for my part I shall remember 
that you died trying to do your duty. Oh, what trouble 
has the blind madness of Henri Marais brought upon 
us all!’ 

I kissed him, and with an aching heart sprang to the 
saddle. 
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Thirteen and a half hours later I pulled rein upon the 
quay of Port Elizabeth just, only just, in time to catch 
Capt. Richardson as he was entering his boat to row 
eut to the Seven Stars, on which the canvas was already 
being hoisted. As well’as I could in my exhausted state, 
I explained matters and persuaded him to wait till the 
next tite. Then, thanking God for the mare’s speed— 
the roan had been left foundered 30 miles away, and 
Hans was following on the chestnut, but not yet up— 
I dragged tte poor beast to an inn at hand. There she 
lay down and died. Well, she had done her work, and 
there was no other horse in the country that could have 
caught that boat. 

An hour or so later Hans came in flogging the chest- 
nut, and here I may add that both it and the roan re- 
covered. I went to the bank, succeeded in explaining 
the state of the case to the manager, and after some 
difficulty, for gold was not very plentiful in Port Eli- 
sabeth, procured £300 in sovereigns. For the other two 
he gave me a bill upon some agent in Delagoa Bay, to- 
gether with a letter of recommendation to aim and the 
Portuguese Governor, who, it appeared, was in debt to 
their establishment. By an afterthought, however, al- 
though I kept the letters, I returned him the bill and 
spent the £200 in purchasing a great variety of goods 
which I will not enumerate, that I knew would be use- 
ful for trading purposes among the East coast Kaffirs. 
Indeed, I. practically cleared out the Port Elizabeth 
stores, and barely had time, with the help of Hans and 
the storekeepers, to pack and ship the goods before the 


Seven Stars put out to sea. . 
pitched and rolled ourselves over the shallow bar of 

Port Natal and found ourselves at peace for a while 
under shelter of the Point in the beautiful bay upon the 
shores of which the town of Durban now stands. Then 
it was but a miserable place, consisting of a few shan- 
ties which were afterwards burnt by the Zulus, and a 
number of Kaffir huts. For such white men as dwelt 
there had for the most part native followings, and, I 
may add, native wives. 

We spent two days at this settlement of Durban, where 
Capt. Richardson had some cargo to land for the English 
settlers, one or two of whom had started a trade with 
the natives and with parties of the emigrant Boers who 
were beginning to enter the territory by the overland 
route. I inquired both from natives and from white men 
whether anything was known of the fate of Marais’ 
party, but no one seemed even to have heard of them. 
One thing I did learn, however, that my old friend, Pieter 
Retief, with a large following, had crossed the Quath- 
lama Mountains, which we now know as the Drakens- 
berg, and entered the territory of Natal. Here they pro- 
posed to settle if they could get the leave of the Zulu 
King, Dingaan. . : 


CHAPTER VIII—THE CAMP OF DEATH. 
THINK it was on the fourth day that at length we 
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On the third morning, to my great relief, for 1 wae ter- 


rified lest we should be delayed, the Seven Stars sxiiid 


with a favoring wind. Three days later we entered tiie 
harbor of Delagoa, a sheet of water many miles 1 132 
and board. - Notwithstanding its shallow entrance, it is 
the best nutural port in Southeastern Africa, but now, 
alas! lost to the English. 

Six hours later we anchored opposite a sand bank on 
which stood a dilapidated fort and a dirty settlement 
known as Lorenzo Marquez, where the Portuguese kept 
a few soldiers, most of thém colored. I succeeded in 
landing my goods, on which the duty chargeable was a. - 
parently enormous, by distributing 25 English sovereigns 
among various officials, beginning with the acting Gov- 
ernor and ending with a drunken black sweep who sat 
in a kind of sentry box on the quay. 

Early next morning the Seven Stars sailed again, be- 
cause of some quarrel with the officials, who threatened 
to seize her—I forget why. Her destination was the 
East African ports and, I think, Madagascar. Capt. 
Richardson said he might be back at Lorenzo Marquez 
in two or three months’ time. The Seven Stars was lost 
on a sand bank somewhere up the coast, her crew only 
escaping to Mombasa after enduring great hardships. 

There was no inn at Lorenzo Marquez. Through the 
kindness of one of his native or half-breed wives, who 
could talk a licttle Dutch, | managed, however, to get a 
lodging in a tumble-down house belonging to a dissolute 
person who called himmlf Don Jose Ximenes, but who 
was really himself a haifbreed. Don Jose a year ago 
had acquired from natives two gZoud buck wagons. Prob- 
ably they were stolen from some wandering Boers vor 
found derelict after their murder or death by fever. 
I think I gave him 20 pounds English for the two, and 3v 
more for 12 oxen. They were fine beasts of the Afri- 
kander breed, that aftef a long rest had grown quite tat 
anc strong. 

Of course, 12 oxen were not enough to draw two wuas- 
ons, or even cue. Hearing that there were natives on 
the mainland who possessed plenty of cattle, 1 gave vut 
that I was ready to buy, and pay~weil in blankets, 
cloth, beads and soeforth. The result was that witiin 
two days I had 40 or 5@ to choose frem, small animals of 
the Zulu character and, I should add, unbrvken. Still 
they were sturdy and used to that veld and its diseases. 
Here it was that my 12 trained beasts came in. By, put- 
ting six of them to each wagon, two as fore and two as 
after-oxen, and two in the middle, Hans ard i were able 
to get the other 10 necessary te make up a team of 16 
under some sort of control. 
how we worked during the week or _  s0 
which went by betore it was possible for me to leave 
Lorenzo Marquez. What with mending up and loading 
the wagons, buying and breaking in the wild oxen, pur- 
chasing previsions, hiring native servants—of whom I! 
was lucky enough to secure eight who belonged to one 
of the Zulu tribes and desired to get back to their own 
country, whencé they had wandered with somé Boers, I 
do not think that we slept more than two or three hours 
out of the 24. 

Marie’s letter had said that they were encainped on 
the bank of the Crocodile River, about.50 miles from 
Delagoa Bay. 1 asked everyone I met among the Por- 
tugucse if they had heard of such an encampment of 
emigrant Bocrs. But these Portuguese appeared to have 
heard nothing. 

Then 1 turned to the Kaffirs, especially’to those from 
v hom I had bought the cattle. They had heard shat 
sc .e Boers reached the banks of the Crocodile moons 
azc--how many they could not tell. But that country, 
they said, was under the rule of a chief who was hostile 
to them, and killed any of their people who ventured 
thither. Therefore they knew nothing for certain. Still, 
one of them stated that a woman whom he had bought 
2s a slave, and who hati passed through the district in 
question a few weeks before, told him that someone had 
told her that these Boers were all dead of sickness. She 
added that she had seen their wagon caps from a dis- 
tance, so, if they were dead, “thelr wagons were still 
alfve.” 

l1 asked to see this woman, but the native refused to 
produce her. After a great deal of talk, uowever, he 

ff.red to sell her to me, saying that he was tired of 
her. So I bargained with the man and finaly agreed 
for her purchase for three pounds of copper wi¥toand 
«.glt yards of vlue cloth. Next morning she was pro- 
duced, an extremely ugly person with a large, flat nose, 
whe came fr m somewhere in the interi-r of Africa. 
having, 1 gathered, been taken captive by Arabs and 
hand to hand. Her name, as iticar as i cut 
pronounce it, was Jeel. 

I found that one of my newly hired Kaffirs couid 
understand svmething of her lamguage. | asked 
whether she could guide me to the place where slie 
had seen the “live wagons.” 

She answered: “Oh, yes,” as she had traveled 
roads and never forgot any of them. 

This, of course, was all I wanted from the woman, 
who, I may add, ultimately gave me a good deat of 
trouble. The poor creature seemed never to have ex- 
perienced kindness, and her gratitude for the little I 
showed her was so intense that it became a nuisance. 
She followed me about everywhere, trying to do ime 
service in her savage way, and even attempted to seize 
my food and chew it before I put it into my own mouth— 
to save me the trouble, I suppose. Ultimately | married 
her, somewhat against her will, I fear, to one of the 
hired Kaffirs, who made cher a very g00d husband, al- 
though when he was dismissed from my service she 
wanted to leave him and follow me. . 

At length, under the guidance of this woman, Jeel, 
we made a start. There were but 5@ miles to go, a dis- 
tance that on a fair road any good horse would cover 
in eight hours, or less. But we had no horses, ani there 
was no road—nothing but swamps and bush and rocky 
hills. With our untrained cattle it took us three days 
to travel the first 12-miles, though after that things went 
somewhat better. 

Nine days of fearful struggle had gone by. We had 
camped one night: below the crest of a long slope 
strewn with great rocks, many of which we were obliged 
to roll out of the path by main force in order to make a 
way for the wagons. The oxen had to lie in their yokes 
all night, since we dared not let them loose, fearing lest 
they should stray; also lions were roaring in the dis- 
tance, although, game being plentiful, these did not 
come near to us. As soon as there was any light we 
let out the teams to fill themselves on th tussocky grass 
that grew about, and meanwhile cooked and ate some 
food. 

Presently the sun rose, and I saw that beneath us 
was a great stretch of plain covered with mist, and 
to the north, on our right, several denser billows of 
mist that marked the course of the Crocodile River. 

By degrees this mist lifted, tall tops of trees appear- 
ing above it, till at length it thinned into vapor that van- 
ished away as the sun rose. As I watched it idly, the 
woman, Jeel, crept up to me in her furtive fashion, 
touched me on the shoulder and pointed to a distant 
group of trees. . 

Looking closely at these trees, I saw between them 
what at first I took for some white rocks. Further ex- 
amination, as the mist cleared, suggested to my mind, 
however, that they might be wagon tilts. Just then the 
Zulu who understood Jeel’s talk came up. I asked him 
as well as I could, for at that time my knowledge of bis 
tongue was very imperfect, what she wished to say. He 
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yuicetion+ ber, and answered that she desired to tel: me 
that these were the movirge houses ef the Amaboona 


(the Boer people). just where she ha@ seen them nearly — 


: 
; 


two moons ago. 
for more than a minute I could not speak. There were 
the Wagons at last, but—oh! whe and what should I find 
in them”? i-c%lled Hans and bade him inspan as quickly 
as possible, expl.icing to him that yonder was Maris’ 
camp. . 

“Why not let the oxen fill themselves first, baas?” he 
answered. “There is no hurry, fer thouch the wagons 
are there, no doubt all the people are dead long ago.” 

“Do what I bid you, you ill--mened beast,” I said, “in- 
stead of croaking of death like a crow. And listen: I 
am going to walk forward to that camp; you must fol- 
low with the wagons as fast as they can travel.” 

“No, baas, it is not safe that you should go alone. 
Kaffirs or wild beasts might take you.” 

“Safe or not, I am going; but if you th'nk it wise, tell 
two of those Zulus to come with me.” 

A few minutes later I was on the read, followed by 
the two Kaffirs armed with spears. in mv youth | was 
a good runner, being strong of leg and ! eht in body, 
but I do not think that I ever covered seven miles, for 
that wus about the distance to the camp, in quicker time 
than I dd that morning. Indeed, I left those active 
Kaffirs so far behind that when I approached the trees 
they were not in sight. Here I dropped te a walk, as I 
said to myself-—to get my breath. Really it was beeause 
| felt so terrified at what I mith: find that I delayed 
the discovery just for one minute mere. While ‘I ap- 
proached, hose, however faint, still remained; when I 
arrived, hope might be replaced by everlssting despair. 

Now 1 could see that there were some shanties built 
behind the wagons, doubtless those “:ruce houses” of 
which Marie had written. But I could nit see anyone 
moving about them, or any cattle or any smoke, or 
ther sten of life 

beubtless, thought I 
are all long dk ad. 

Before me were the rough h- uses bullt of the branches 
of trees, daubed over with mud, or rather the backs of 
them, for they tnced west.
